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The Orange Incorporation Bulls. 


No little capital was attempted to be 
made out of the fact that the necossary 
noticefwas not given in the official Gazette 
to enable the introduction of a Bill to in- 
corporate the Orange Society of Ontario. 
Tt was at once assumod that it was alla 
political trick, done in the interest of party, 
and not in the interest of the Order. The 
Hon. ©. F. Fraser, Commissioner of Pub- 
lio Works, was particularly sovere and snoer- 
ing at Mr. Merrick when he explained that 
it was an unintentional blunder. Even 
Wm. Robinson, M.P.P., who boasts of be- 

ing an exponent of Orangeism, had to have

Mr. Goschen thought that now that the 
armistice was signed Mr, Cross must regret 
his speech of terday, in which he tried 
covery inuendo to eatablish a charge of inton- 
tional duplicity against Russia. He com- 
plained that the Government's whole policy 
was actuated by a similar spirit, and showed 
a total absence of Cd ew with Russia's ef- 
forts for the opprossed people of the East. 
There might have been some semblance of 
danger last night, but there was now no jus- 
titication for the vote, unless the Government 
would state that they believed Russia would 
be false to all her engagements, 

Sir Michacl Hicks-Beach trusted that the 
great Liberal party would not be led to par- 
alyze the arm of England at a time when it is 
was more than ever necessary that it should 
be ready to maintain the honor and interests 
of England and the freedom of Europe, 

The debate was then adjourned till Monday- 

Earl Beaconsfield was yociferously cheered 
this afternoon by a crowd numbering several 
thousand collected about the approaches to 
the House of Lords.

Wreck of the ‘“‘ Metropolis.” 


ONE HUNDRED AND SIXTY LIVES 
LOST. 


Norvoux, Va., Jan. 31.—At 6:30 this after- 
noon the steamship Metropolis, from Philadel- 
pee for Bara, Brazil, went ashore on Currituck 

each, three miles south of the lighthouse, 
during a furious south-east gale, Grea. con- 
fusion prevailed on board. Owing to the fury 
of the gale and the roaring of the surf the 
orders of the officers could not be heard. 
About fifty of the passengers and crew wero 
dashed ashore, and about two hundred are 
believed to be lost.. From sailors who ar- 
rived at one of the signal stations it appears 
the vessel had encountered heavy gales from 
the south-oast for the last twenty-four hours, 
and when she struck she was heading south 
by south-east. The vessel swung her broad- 
side to the surf, which made a complete break 
over her, and washing many of the people 
overboard into the sea. No assistance has 
been sent to the steamer from the life stations 
in the vicinity. 

Wasuincrox, D.C., Jan. 31.—The Signal 
Service observer at Kitty Hawk, N. C., ro- 
ports at 6:50 p. m. as follows :—The steam- 
ship Metropolis is stranded on Currituck 
beach, three miles south of Currituck light- 
house, a total loss, with 248 persons on board, 
Fifty swam ashore, No assistance from the 
life saving station. The wreck is about twen- 
ty miles north of Kitty Hawk station. The 
Metropolis sailed from Philadelphia on Thurs- 
day morning with 200 laborers and 500 tons 
of railroad iron for Mateira and Mamore Rail- 
road in Brazil.

Gen. Gourko's Terrible Christmas | 
March, | 


Successful Descent into Roumelia 
and Surprise of the Turkish 
Camp. | 
A correnpondent of the London Daily News 
writing from Curiak, near Sophia, describes 
the arduous and perilous march of Gen. Gour- | 
ko's troops across tho Balkans, He says :— 
Early on Christmas morning began the long- 
deferred forward movement across the Bal- 
kang into the valley of Sotia, ‘The plan of the 
advance had been long matured, every detail 
most carefully studied, the ground laid out 
with mathematical exactness, and only the 
lack of troops prevented the earlier accom- 
plishment of the movement. It has been 
evident for some time that Gen. Gourko 
would cither have to retire from the 
ponitions ho had taken dn the mountains near 
tho Baba Konak Pass, or else cross the range 
at any cost, for the severity of the weather 
nado it almost impossible to bring up the 
supplics and ammunition, and life in the 
bivouacs on the mountain became daily more 
and more difficult. Scarcely a night passed 
but frozen hands and feet were counted by 
hundreds. Thirty soldiers were frozen to 
death during four days of the storm, and the 
number of sick from exposure amounted to 
more than two thousand. Before the snow- 
storm the mountain paths were rivers of mud, 
and when these froze solid they became quite 
impassable, and steps had to be cut with 
The thin shelter tents, torn by the 
wind, and’ with difficulty kept fastened to 
the ground in the gales, were exchanged for 
rude huts covered with turf and logs, and 
holes dug in the steep banks among the trees, 
Doubtless the Turks suffer inanuntold degree 
but they have much more akill than the f 
sians, not only in constructing earthwor! 
but in building shelters, and often the miser. 
ably clad infantrymen behind the earthworks 
will be found stowed away in comfortable 
little huts of logs and straw, whore a small 
fire keeps several soldiers warm, and for the 
time ho remains thero he makes these huts 
his home, and defends them.as such. 


Before daylight on Christmas morning the 
bugles sounded the roveille again and again, 
and soon the infantry crowded the streets on 
the march toward Vracesi. It was bitterly 
cold and frosty. he fog had settled down 
to densely that before sunrise the darkness 
was absolutely impenetrable, and even after 
daybreak objects across the narrow streets 
Were vague and indistinct. ‘The fog clung to 
the houses and trees and the clothing of the 
soldiers and froze there, covering every sur- 
faco with a glistening garment of pure white, 
At 9 o'clock Gen.Gourko and his staff left the 
town for the bivouac of the dragoons on tho 
chaussee just behind the positions there. It 
was a rare spectacle this group of horsemen 
asthey moved slowly along the ice-paved 
chaussee, The aides-de-camp were dressed 
in the most fantastic costumes. Some wero 
in great coats of dressed skins, ornamented 
with embroidery and buttons. Some were 
enveloped in Circassian cloaks,all doubled w 
with the weight of additional clothing, and 
with capuchins and wraps upon tho head. 
Gen, Gourko, leading the group, was alone 
dressed in a simple surtout, without mufilers 
of any kind, He rode along apparently un- 
conscious that frost was turning his beard 
white, and covering himself and horse with 
frozen crystals. 1t resembled more acar- 
nival cavalcade than a general with his staff, 
the effect being heightened by the picturesque 
Kuban Cossacks in the convoy with their 
sheepskin hats and curious weapons. Before 
wo had been out half an hour icicles hung 
from the beafds and trom the horses’ mouths, 
and lke a procession cfso many Santa Clauses 
we rode into the defile through the chill fog, 
the view being limited to the snow-laden 
trees along the roadside. Tho soldiers began 
to straggle, several dropped, overcome with 
cold and fatigue, and some were injured by 
falling on the ice. Shortly after wo passed 
Vracesi the fog became thinner, and tho 
white mountain tops glistening in the sun- 
light shone through tho mist as if hung in 
the air, for the bases were still shrouded in 
vapor. A few minutes further and we came 
out of the fog bank into the bright snplight, 
and awarm sonth wind blew in our faces, 
melting the frost and softening the hard ice 
on the chaussee. 


I finally determined to make my way to the 
summit, and started off two hours before sun- 
nut. The way was completely blocked with 
artillery and infantry, The soldiers had 
mado fires along the path and were cooking 
their suppers, and everybody seemed to be 
taking matters very easy, Hard climbing 

ught me to the firet difficult place in the 

h, and here I discovered the cause of the 
lelay. Four guns and their caissons were 
being hauled up by hand, The ropes were 
short, permitting not more than sixty men to 
take hold, and even this number worked 
with exasperating deliberation. It was sol- 
diers of the lino that were detailed to bring 
up the first cannon, They were smal) men, 
unused to such work, and after a long march 
from Plevna did not enter with any enthusi- 
asm into the novel and exhausting labor. 
Gen. Rauch stood half way up tho first steep 
fhcline, encouraging the men to pull, and 
spurring up the officers. Long after dark I 
worked my way up from one crowd of noldiers 
to another. Tho intervals botween tho can+ 
nons grow longer, and when I reached the 
first ono I found the men all lying about rest- 
ing as calmly as if it were not an important 
part of tho plan of the enterprise that all the 
troops should get up the mountain before 
morning. Tho officers lay down and slept. 
The men made fires. Others scooped a hole 
in tho snow, and wore soon snoring peaceful- 
ly. ‘Uho choruses which had sounded along 
the path aos tho soldiers hauled tho heavy 
caissons up, inch by inch, finally coased alto- 
gether, and apparently everybody alopt, 

Toward midnight Genoral Gourko camo up 
the path, followod by hi Ho could no

of the way we slid down like so 
boys, and afterward let ates paial 
through tho undergrowth, for was 
ono wolid sheet of ice. Two or three miles of 
this work brought us to the head of the valley 
and we were over the Balkans, breathless 
with tho exertion of the descent. We paused 
a moment and shook /hands inithe darkness 
and then pushed on to the villa, 6, where wo 
slept under a roof, as Denatalh as if the 
Turks wore twenty miles ins of one milo 
away. How the canton came down this side 
it is on pels ‘to tell,’ for the road 
was for a long distance only a. 
the rain, andthe incline psy, padeby, 
slippery that it was almost impossible to stand 
upon the road. However, the four-pounders 
wore in the villago at day-break, and tho 
regiments ot the line filed through in the fore. 
noon. Curlak is‘a inal villago hiddén awa: 
in a gorge, and # narrow winds through 
the hills to tho plain beyond, a couple of 
hours’ ride distant. At daybreak on the 7th 
the Circassian outposts’ were standing on a 
little hill scarcely amilé away, and we saw - 
an officer with bis staffcomeup and take a 
look, then pallop, away, The brigade of Ku- 
ban Cossacks was sent down the valley with 
one regiment of infantry to the left, and ono 
upon the height to the right, Thero, was a 
little pepping in the valley. The Turks ina 
little rifle-pit on the bill fred four rounds and 
then retired. 

Late last evening the column ofGen, Wil 
helminof began to debouch into this valley, 
the decent to Zilava having proved ‘imprati- 
cable. ‘These troops have Undergone the most 
severe hardships, and report: that the storm 
on the mountain was terrible. Soldiers who 
paused fora few moments became indistin- 
guishable from masses of snow. ‘Many stray- 
ed away. All suffered from wantiof food ; and 
when they arrived here, after an almost con- 
tinuous march of five days, and for thirty-six 
hours without a halt, they were drenched and 
half frozen together, The crossing has thus 
far cost very few lives, and it was accomplish. 
ed, too,in the faceofunnaually severe weather, 
and to the complete surprise of the enemy.

Directly over the little yi on a sharp 
rocky peak, was seen plainly the dark line of 
redoubts,and little sr with tents and huts 
and lines of infantry filing down tho moun- 
tains towards the village., Every man could 
be seen as plainly as black on white could be, 
both Turks and Russians, and we ‘waited the 
first gun with the same impatience as one 
watches for the curtain to riso in a theatre, 
for we were to be spectators of a drama of the 
most intense interest, where the action was 
real and the performers in all ¢arnest, and the 
stago a. broad daadecane where every object 
was as distinctly visible as if presented ona 
mimic stago, : 

Tho Ruasian forces were divided into four 
columns. The extremo right, commanded by 
Gen, Kurloff, was to cross the road and flan!

The Sky in January. 
(Prom the N.Y, Tribune.) 


Venus is now very conspicuous, and will 
be at her brightest on the 16th—so bright, 
indeed, that she may be seen with the 
naked eye in broad daylight, She crosses 
the meridian, or is exactly south, at 3,11 
p-m. on the Ist, and at 2.01 p.m, on the 
30th. Venus will be in Aquarius all 
through January, setting at the beginning 
of the month about 8.20p.m. Jupiter is 
in conjunction with the sun on the Sth,and 
so is invisible. Mercury, too, visits that 
great luminary on the 10th, and is, there- 
fore not at home to the youngor star-gazer, 
who probably will wonder what important 
work the sun has on hand that he should 
summon to his council-chamber Jupiter 
and Mercury in January, Venus in Febru- 
ary, and Saturn and Mercury again in 
March. Saturn is in Aquarius, some dis- 
tance cast of Venus, setting early in Jan- 
vary a few minutes before 10 p.m. Mars 
isin Pisces, and, though gradually going 
away from the earth, is still prominent in 
the evening sky, particularly as he hap- 
pens to bein a part not rich in first-class 
stars. At the beginning of the month he 
crosses the meridian about 6 ¢.m., and sets 
nearer midnight. On January 31 he souths 
at 6:11 p.m. 

The moon begins her nightly wander- 
ings in Scorpio, but is so near the sun that 
we li not get a glimpse of the first new 
moon of the year before the evening of the 
bth.

GOVERNMENT TRIOKHRY 
EXPOSED. 


‘A short timo since attention was drawn 

in theso columns to the caso of Mr. Oun- 
ningham, M. P, for Now Westminster, 
British Columbia. This gentleman pub- 
lished an address to his constituents stat- 
ing that he had resigned his seat in the 
Commons for violation of the Indopen- 
denco of Parliamont Act, but subsequently 
a card was published in the Victoria Colon- 
ist—the Grit organ—stating that Mr. Cun" 
ningham had withdrawn his resignation. 
In commenting on these facts we oxpress” 
ed the opinion that Mr. Cunningham had 
thus stultified himself at the instanco of 
Ministers, who are afraid to open the con- 
stituency, the plan being that he should 
hold tho sat, refraining from presenting 
himself in Parliament, so that ho would 
incur no penalty. 

This view of the caso appears to be borne 

out by tho facts. At least it is shared by 
Mr, Cunningham’s constituents, as wo 
loarn from the Diminion Pacific Heratd (a 
newspaper published in the constituency) 
of Januaty 9th. In this journal we find 
the report of a public meeting of the elect- 
ors of New Westminster called by requi- 
sition to the Mayor, to ‘invite Mr, Jamos 
* Cunningham to attend and explain to 
his constituents his present position with 
‘€ rogard to the representation of his Dis- 
‘© triot in the Commons of Canada.” 

“The meeting was very well attended,” 
the report informs us, ‘‘in fact, it might 
« fairly be called a crowded meeting, and 
the proceedings were marked throughout 
** by a tone of seriousness as that of men 
‘who were met to consider a matter 
* of great importance.” Although specially 
invited by note from Mayor McInnes, Mr.

tuents, did not appear, his only reply to 
the Mayor's note being the simple enclosure 
of a copy of the notice of resignation which 
ho had published in the local papers in 
November last.

Continuation ot the Debate on the 
Vote of Credit 
SPEECH BY SIR WM. VERNON- 
HARCOURT, 


LOKD DERBY ON THE ATTITUDE 
AND CRETE. 
Lonvon, Feb. 6. 

In the House of Commons to-night tho 
dobate on the supplementary vote was con- 
tinued. Unimportant speeches were mado 
by Fredrick Stanley, member for North 
Lancashire, Lord Fitzmaurice, member for 
Calne, and Mr. Birley, member for Man- 
chester, Charles Norwood, Liberal member 
for Hull said he could not undertake the 
responsibility of opposing the vote. 

Sir Charles Dilke, Radicai, declared that 
the strongest objection to the vote was 
that it would be misrepresented abroad. 

Mr, Alexander Hall, member for the 
city of Oxford, protested against Eastern 
Europe being left to Russian ambition un- 
der the protext of religion. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt said if the 
Government, as might seem from the Con- 
sorvative cheers, intended to enter the 
Conference with the policy indicated by 
the last speaker, it meant war. If the Goy- 
ernment desired a durable peace, the basis 
of their policy at the Conference must be 
the recognition of the fact that the inde- 
pendence and integrity of the Ottoman 
Empire had ceased. He continued :—It is 
not too late for the Government to rival 
and surpass Russia in the Conference as 
the champion of the oppressed nationali- 
ties. The whole country would support 
such a policy. He deprecated any support 
of Austrian interests. If before the close 
of the debate the Government would de- 
clare a policy of peace which the Liberals 
could approve they would have a unani- 
mous yote, 

Sir Hardinge Gifford, Solicitor-General, 
said he was astonished at the moderation 
of the Opposition after their violent agita- 
tion in the country. He protested against 
being driven to accept Russia's pretensions 
that she was the only Power which would 
act on behalf of the oppressed nationalities, 
and enfranchise other States while maintain-

Earl Derby, replying to a deputation of 
Greek residents to-day, said he much re- 
gretted the invasion of Thessaly, but he 
knew it had been forced on the Greek Goy- 
ernment by the demands of the people, Ho 
stated that he could not exert the power of 
Great Britain to prevent the bombardment 
of the Greek seaboard, as he wouldthereby 
be supporting the invasion of Turkey. If, 
however, the war was not carried on in ac- 
cordance with modern civilization, then 
England aud the other Powers would have 
to interfere. His sympathies had always 
been with the Greek race. He then read 
to the deputation the despatch of July 6th, 
1877, declaring that England always looked 
to the welfare of Greece. Earl Derby fur- 
ther said that he would endeavor to obtain 
guarantees for the good Government of 
Turkey's Hellenic Provinces, and would 
endeavor at the Conference to prevent the 
predominance of the Sclavs over the Greeks. 
If the Greek army was withdrawn, arrange- 
ments for the benefit of the Hellenic Pro- 
vinces would be facilitated.

Tho Turkish Minister here has designated 
the action of the Greek Government as a doc- 
aration of war. He telegraphed to Constan- 
tinople for men-of-war to convey him hence, 
in consequence of which the Turkish fleet un- 
der Hobart Pusha has arrived, The Greek 
Government is in consternation, and intends 
appealing to the intervention of tho guaran- 
tocing Powers, A great panic prevails, 

The foreign Ministers held a meeting to- 
day, and undertook to guarantee the Pirwus 
against bombardmont if left unharmed, there 
by remaining an open port. The Ministers 
adjourned the mecting to wait for further 
instructions. 

A Vienna despatch says that the portion of 
Suleiman Pasha’s troops still at Kavala has 
been ordered to embark for Salonica to act 
against the Grecks, 

‘An Athens correspondent .roports that 
Turkist ironclads and transports have been 
ordered to convey from 8,000 to 10,000 troops 
to the Gulf of Volo to oppose the Thessalon- 
ian insurrection and endeavor to cut off tho 
retreat of the Greokarmy. ‘he insurrection, 
however, is gaining ground, and the Greeks 
are advancing. Tho Greek Goyernment has 
resolved not to stop the progressof the troops, 
unless the Great Powers promise to maintain 
order inthe Hellenic Provinces, and secure 
the rights of the Privinces at the Conference, 
Lonpon, Feb, 5.—A Vienna correspond- 
ent telegraphs :—No attempt is made in St. 
Petersburg to remove the suspicion that 
the Russian Commander in Roumelia de- 
liberately procrastinated the negotiations 
in ardor to take the greatest possible advan- 
tage of the military situation. In order to 
clear the Russian Government of the charge 
which otherwise might attach to it, that 
delays occurred, if not by its orders, at 
Jeast with its connivance, merit is claimed 
for it for having finally overcome, by 
its peremptory commands, the resist- 
ance and unwillingness of the army to seo 
an armistice signed, causing it to stop 
before the very 3s of Constantinople.

The fact that considerable reinforcements 
of Russian troops continud to stream 
through Bucharest to Bulgaria ; that t 
sides the operating forces in Bulgaria 1 
Roumania the army of reserve in Rou- 
mania is being steadily Moreased, and that 
the creation of forty-four fresh battalions, 
to be formed into four new divisions, has 
just®@been ordered by the Czar, all show 
the importance attached to the 
military attitude to be assumed in 
tho conquered territory during the peace 
negotiations, ‘The Czar'a speech at the re- 
view of troops at St. Petersburg yesterday 
seems to point in the same direction. From 
all this it may be taken for granted that 
regard for the military position of Russia 
during the coming discnasions has not been | 
lost sight of.

At the end of another half 
hour she said, ‘‘Why did you say, “Yes, 
oh yes!” and ‘Ha, ha, oh, certainly | very

Sucha thing, in nine cases out | 
of ten, would be almost sure to deter a 
thinking man from coming, Wo saw no 
bugs or reptiles to speak of, and so 1 was 
thinking of saying in print, in a gene 
way, that there were none at all ; but one 
night after I had gone to bed the Reverend | 
came into my room carrying something,and 
asked ‘Is this your boot ?”

We herewith present « 
summary of their provisions -— 

Macuantcs’ Lrevs,—Mr. O'Donohue has 
introduced a Bill which provides as follows : 
Evory person doing work upon tho construc: 
tion of a building, or the alteration or repair 
of any building or erection, shall haye a lien 
upon the same to the extent of the amount 
due him, and may secure the same by giving 
the owner an attested account of his demand 
and filing a copy of the same in tho registry 
office, Tho owner is thereupon to notify the 

contractor of the claims, and may pay it if 
the contractor fail todo so within threo days. 
Disputes shall be referred to arbitration, the 
claimant appointing ono arbitrator, the con- 
tractor or owner another and theso two a 
third. The sum paid by the owner in scttlo- 
ment of the lien shall be a sot-off in any ac- 
tion brought by the contractor against the 
owner, Any uumber of claimants may join 
in ono suit, The lien shall attach to encum- 
bered estates and have priority of all other 
claims, to the extent by which tho selling 
value of such property has been increased. 
‘The claim must bo ‘made within ninoty days 
after the work has been completed. Tho 
amount may be recovered by summary proce- 
dure before the County Judge, where the 
sum is within the jurisdiction of the County 
or Division Court. In other cases tho lien 
may be recovered by ordinary proceedings in 
Chancery. No portion of the property affeot- 
ed or machinery therein shall be removed to 
the prejudice of the lien, and any attempt to 
do 80 may be restrained by application to the 
Judge of the Court having jurisdiction. 


Tre Puntic Service.—Hon. Mr, Hardy's 
Bill provides that the Departmental staff of 
the Civil Service at the seat of Government 
shall consist of of two divisions—ordinary ant 
special, The special division shall consist of 
officers and clerks,and include all offices which 
require some skill usually acquired only in 
some professional or other pursuit, different 
from the Civil Service. The ordinary divis- 
ion shall consist of deputy heads of depart- 
ments, officers or chief clerks. In the ordin- 
ary division there shal! be four class of clerks. 
A fourth class clerk shall receive a salary of 
not more than $400 for his first year’s service 
as such, and may thereafter have an annua) 
increase of fifty dollars per annum until his 
salary is $650 per annum, but he shall not be 
eligible for promotion into the third class 
until after four years’ service in the fourth 
class, A third class clerk not more than $700 
for his first year, and may thereafter have 
an annual increase of fifty dollars until his 
walary io @050, but he shall not be cligable 
for promotion into the secovd class, unti) 
after five years’ service in the third class, A 
second class clerk not more than $1,000 for 
his first year,and may have an annual increase 
of fifty dollars until his salary is. $1,200 per 
annum, but he shall be eligible for promotion 
into the first class at any period of his ser- 
vice. A first class clerk not more than 
$1,200 per annum, and may havo 
an annual increase of fifty dollars 
per annum until his salary is $1,400 
per annum, butitany clerk promoted into 
the first class has at the time of promotion 
ehigher salary than $1,200 per annum, he 
shall continue to receive such salary until by 
length of service in the first class, he has a 
right to that amount asa first class clerk, from 
which time he shall receive an annual increase 
of fifty dollars per annum until his salary is 
$1,400 per annum, and he shall bo eligible for 
promotion at any period of his service. No 
clerk shall have an absolute right to the an- 
nual increase of salary authorized, which 
may be suspended and subsequently re- 
stored by the head of the department 
but without payment of -arrears, Offi. 
cers and clerka in the Special Division 
shall receive such salaries respectively as may 
be assigned to them by Order in Council, and 
voted by the Legislature, No appointment 
or promotion shall be made except under the 
authority of the Lieutenant-Governor in 
Council upon the application and report of 
tho Head of the Department in which it is to 
be made, Every appointment, whether by 
commission or otherwise, shall bo during 
Pleasure. All appointees shall be subject to 
@ probation of six months, and pass a non. 
competitive examination. No person may be 
appointed Sheriff, Registrar or Clork of a 
County Court, until after passing an ex: 
amination before the County Judge or other 
Person appointed by tho Licut.-Governor, 
and no one may be appointed to such offices 
without a certificate from the Judgo or ex- 
aminers that he has been examined and is 
qualitied. 


Tae Maaisrnacy.—Mr. Mowat has intro- 
duced a Bill respecting the Magistracy, which 
provides that the Judges of all the Superior 
Courts of law and equity shail be ex officio 
Tuntices of the Peace for every county and 
part of Ontario. No action or suit shall be 
brought against any jadgo, magistrate or ofii- 
cer for anything done by him on the supposed 
suthority of a statute which may have been 
beyond the jurisdiction of the,Legislature of 
Ontario or Parliament of Canada, provided 
such action or suit would not lio against him 
ifthe statute had not been ultra vires, and 
this provision is made retroactive. Justices of 
the Peace are to be entitled to a feo of 50 cts

Forest Frres.—An Act to preserve the 
forests from destruction by fire, (Hon. Mr 
Pardee) provides : The Lieutenant Governor 
may, by proclamation in the Ontario Gax/le, 
proclaim anv portion of the Province a fire 
district. It shall not be lawful for any per- 
gon to sct out, or cause to be set out or start- 
ed, any fire in or near the woods within any 
fire district, between tho first day of May and 
the first day of September in avy year, ex- 
cept for the purpose of clearing Jand,cooking, 
obtaining warmth, or for some industrial pur- 
pose, Every reasonable precaution must be 
taken by persons starting fires for the pur- 
pose of clearing land, to prevent tho spread of 
the fire to other places. Every person who 
shall between the first day of May and the 
first day of Soptember, make or start within 
such fire district a fire in the forest, or at a 
district of less than half a mile therefrom, 
for cooking, obtaining warth, or for other in- 
dustrial purpose, sball—l. Select a locality 
in the neighborhood in which there is the 
smallest quantity of vegetable matter, dead 
wood, branches, brushwood, dry leaves, or 
resinous trees. 2. Clear the place in which 
he is about to light the fire by removing all 
vegetable matter, dead trees, branches, brush- 
wood, and dry leaves from the soil within a 
radius of twenty-five fect. 3, Exercise and 
observe every reasonable care and precaution 
to prevent such fire from spreading, and care- 
fullyextinguish the fire beforequittingthe place. 
Any person who shall throw or drop on the 
ground any burning match, ashes of a pipe, 
lighted cigar or any other burning substance, 
or who ehall discharge any fire-arm within 
such fire district shall be subject to the pains 
and pepalties imposed by the Act, if he neg- 
lect completely toextinguish before leaving the 
spotthe fire of such match, ashes of a pipe, 
cigar, wadding of the tire-arm or other burn- 
ing substance. Every person in charge of 
any drive of timber, survey or exploring party, 
or of any other party requiring camp-fires for 
cooking or other purposes within such fire dis. 
trict, shall provide himself with a copy of the 
Act, and shall call his mon together and 
cause said Act to be read in their hearing, and 
explained to them at least once in each week 
during the continuance of such work or sef vice, 
It shall not be lawful for the driver or engi- 
neer of any locomotive or the conductor of any 
railway train upon apy railroad, to run such 
locomotive within any part of such fire dis. |

is evident that some trees are too highly manur- 
ed, as the fruit rots and the foliage is too rank. 
Now the trees of twenty years’ growth, where 
the sheep have lain, averaged four barrels cach, 
while my orchard of 1,200 trees produced 2,000 | 
barrel: in other words, trees well manured | 
average four barrels, and those not manured one 
barrel. But there are some kinds, as the twen- 
ty-ounce Newton pippin and rassets, that bear 
better without manure than other kinds. I 
think that the King, Baldwin and HoJland pip- 
pin require more feed than some other kinds, 
‘These are the kind the sheep have favored the 
most, Now what we desire (and I suspect farm- 
era are pretty much alike about these things) is 
to raise good crops of all kinds, and ax U have 
been in the practice of putting my yard manure 
on tod for corn and potatoes, I hayenone for 
the trees, I have some experience with ground 
bone and phosphates on small grains and berrics, 
and thinle of putting from fifty to seventy-five 
pounds to each tree this winter, spread evenly 
over the ground as far as the limbs extend, 

Members made the following comments 

“ T have practised manuring my orchard with 
barn-yard manure two years in succession, and 
then in the succeeding year I have applied lime 
and asher, here may be bette eatmment, but 
T have found good results from this, Iget good 
fruit, and at least fair crops. 

“ Liberal applications of manure show supria- 
ingly in the improvement of old orcharde. I 
haye tried it, spreading the manure under the 
trees over a space as broad ns the tops cover,and 
the fruit; has improved materially, It will do 
no hurt to spread manure all over the land, but 
it is important that it should be applied as far 
from the trunk as the roots extend, and that 
will certainly be as far as the branches reach.” 

‘* If I were restricted to any one kind of ferti 
lizer for orchards, I would use unleached ashes, 
The writer of the letter may expect good re- 
sults from them, if he can find enough to use, 
Whatever kind of manure he can to enrich 
the land will be good for his trees,and if they are 
old enough to bear freely, will increase their 
yield.” 

“ Rotten chip manure is good ; so is leaf 
mould. If he has a piece ef woods near at hand 
and will rake up the leaves and rotten wood and 
place them under the trees, he will fiud the 
dressing very profitable.”

The Manure Supply. 


The question is often asked, What is the 
best commercial fertilizer to buy? In reply I 
adopt the Yankee way of answering such a 
question, as raised by a farmer, by asking sev- 
eral questions of him. First, have you ex- 
hswfated all your domestic resources to obtain 
fertilizers? If you have not, then better not 
go abroad for outside supplies until you have. 
Now let us examine into the condition of these 
domestic resources, Have you a barn-cellar 
to receive the droppings from the cattle? or, 
if not, have you a shelter of any kind to pro- 
tect the manure from the weather? Have you 
ample yards attached to your hog-house, well 
supplied with loom, muck, or other material 
for the swine to convert into manure? Is your 

voultry house so constructed as to save all the 

droppings from the fowls? Is your out-house 
furnished with a light vault to provent waste 
from that source? Have you a convenient 
receptacle for all the house slops ? 

If you have not all these, in good working 
order, you had better give your undivided at- 
tention to these home resources, rather than 
centemplate a cash outlay for artificial fertili- 
zera. When cattle are stabled over a cellar, 
furnished with loom, muck, or any other ma- 
terial which will absorb the liquids, they be 
come of as much, even if not greater, value 
than the solids. One cord of well-protected 
manure is worth more than double that which 
is thrown out and exposed to the elements, 
When hogs are furnished with dry, clean 
quarters in which to eat and sleep, well- 
stocked yards in which to work, each one is 
able to make sufficient manure for raising the 
crops necessary to feed another porker fit for 
the butcher; or, in other words, each hog 
will make the fertilizing substance necessary 
to reproduce the food he has consumed in his 
growth, 

The droppings from the hennery, the savings 
from the family vault, together with the soap 
suds and house slops, well composted together, 
with muck, loam or refuse matter, will make 
no insignificant addition to the manurial re- 
sources of the farm. ‘When you have scrupu- 
lously attended to all of the above detailed 
homo resources, then, if you can use more ma- 
nuro to advantage, enquire carefully, 


Care of Stock. 

Farmers who look after the comfort of their 
cattle but rarely suffer pecuniary loss by dis- 
ease or death. In the stable cleanliness and 
ventilation are, with an occasional currying,the 
important requirements that promote health. 
Experiments have proven that cows in milk 
and oxen retain their condition in confined and 
warm quarters during winter, while animals 
under three years thrive better in a woll- 
sheltered yard with shed attached, tho floor 
of which should be covered with dried 
leaves or refuse straw, which would afford 
them a resting place during the nights.

A shelter from 
the rain or snow and north-easterly windajisthe 
only protection the younger animals require 
during the inclement season, as their blood 
circulates more freely than that of the older 
cattle, and they possess greater powers of 
ondurance,—Germantown T'elegraph.

council of the Laterau, convoked in 1179 to 
denounce schismatics. The cardinals enter 
the conclave, which, in pursuance to a de- 
cree of Pope Gregory X., in 1271, they are 
not allowed to leave until after their cheice 
has been made, The conclave occupies a 
large space in St. Peter’s Church, and ex- 
tending through the whole first story of 
the Vatican palace. To each cardinal a cell 
is assigned{with a fow rooms for his retinue. 
Ten days after the Pope’s death the car- 
dinals go into conclave, the maggior duomo 
of the deceased, who always becomes the 
governor of the conclave, taking possession 
of his room in front of the conclave at the 
head of the staircase, and stationing his 
guards. The marshalof the conclaye, an 
office hereditary in the family of Chigi, has 
his apartment not far distant, and opens 
the conclave and decides whenever any- 
body is to be left out or admitted. He 
has his guard at the stairs below, while the 
remaining Papal guards occupy the other 
approaches to the Vatican. 

On entering the conclave the cardinals 
repair first to St. Peter's, where the mass 
of the Holy Ghost is said, and thence they 
go in double file, followed by the conclay- 
ists, (servants, etc.,) and singing the hymn, 
“ Veni Creator Spiritus,” to the Pauline 
Ohapel of the Vatican, where the Papal 
bulls prescribing the rules of their conduct 
are read tothem. They have to swear to 
these, and the cardinal deacon admonishes 
them, in a short address, to make the best 
choice accordiny to their conscience. 

Each cardinal retains with him one or 
two conclavists and one valet de chambre, 
Besides these there remains in the conclave 
the master of ceremonies, the secretary of 
the conclave,the confessor,a few sacristans, 
two physicians, ene surgeon, one apothe- 
cary, four barbers, one mason, one joiner, 
and some thirty waiters. An instrument 
is drawn up by a notary concerning all the 
persons. 

The election may be held in one of three 
forms, viz.:; Either in that of compromise 
or of quasi-inspiration, or of the scrutinum, 
The serutinum is the usual form which has 
latterly been employed exclusively. This 
mode of selection is described in its mani 
fold details in the bulls of Gregory XV. 
and Urban VII. _ The election takes place 
in the Pauline Chapel after mass has been 

Now it is 
secret, by ballot, and is repeated until one of 
the candidates has received two-thirds of the 
votes, The Pope-vloct is apprised of the re- 
sult by the cardinal deacon, whereupon he, 
after declaring his purpose to accept, in the 
first place chooses the name which as Pope 
he intends to bear. He then exchanges 
his attire as cardinal forJtho Papal robe, 
asconds the throne and bestows the bene- 
diction upon the cardinals, who kiss 
his hands. The ceremony ends by 
the cardinal cameringo placing upon 
his finger the ring of the fisher- 
man, Which he then hands to the master 
of coremonios that his new name may be 
engraved upon it, Meanwhile the car- 
dinal deacon, accompanied by o mas. 
ter of ceremonies, repairs to tho groat 
balcony over tho main entrance of 
St. Potor's, which was walled up at 
tho beginning of the conclave, orders it to 
bo opened, publicly announces the election 
(Papam habemans).as well as the name of 
tho Popo, and throws a slip upon which

exposed the gross extravagance of Mr. M 
kenzio’s Goyornment, and with masterly 
ability contrasted tho professions with the 
practices of tho Promier and his colleagues. 
Many thousands of these pamphlets were 
circulated throughout the country, and 
their effect upon tho public mind was great 
—as Mr. Macphorson is not a party politi- 
cian in any sense of the word, but a man 
thoroughly independent in mind and in 
character of and unimpeachable integrity, 
therefore his strictures upon the Govern- 
ment were far more oflective than those of 
any pronounced adherent of the opposi- 
tion, = 
That Mr. Macpherson’s keen shafts struck 
homo was evidenced by the great amount of 
abuso and attempted ridicule showered up- 
on him by the Premier and others of his 
colleagues, especially the Minister of Fi- 
nance, at tho gatherings which they ad- 
dressed during the summer of last year. 
Although they did not attompt to show 
that one iota charged against them by Mr. 
Macpherson was untrue, because they 
could not successfully do so, they resorted 
to thoir usual tactics of drawing a herring 
across tho scent, by abusing their assailant 
“roundly and dodging off upon side issues, 
instead of squarely meeting the charges 
_ which had been so powerfully urged to 
_ their detriment. Thoy ridiculed tho per- 
‘sonal appearance of the hon. Senator ; they 
called him all sorts of names ; they impugn- 
ed his motives ; they fairly revelled in 
abusing him for haying, as the recipient of 
_ gubscriptions to tho testimonial fund raised 
_ for the wife of Sir John Macdonald and 
_ family (when he was supposed to be dying) 
_ received subscriptions from three Directors 
of the Northern Railway Company, which 
it subsequently transpired were paid out of 
the general funds of that Company. Bat 
the people saw that all this had nothing to 
do with the charges of oxtravagance against 
the Government, hence the apologists of 
the administration made no impression up- 
on the minds of their hearers, unless it 
_ might be to afford convincing proof to re- 
flecting persons that they had no real de- 
fence to offer. 
Mr. Macpherson, not content to remain 
under the aspersions cast upon him, has 
issued a second pamphlet, in which he not 
only thoroughly disproves all the slanders 
and insinuations thrown at him by Minis- 
ters, but “ carries the war into Africa” in 
most effective style. He reiterates with 
_ great force his former charges against the 
Government, and drives them home in a 
“most conyincing manner. 
It would take more space than is at pre- 
sent at our disposal to even summarize the 
evidence which Mr. Macpherson adduces 
‘© support tho charges which he clearly 
proves, and with most of which our readers 
aro already familiar to a large extent. We 
therefore pass on to the most important ac- 
cusation, that of unwise and prodigal ex- 
penditure of the public money. Mr. Mac- 
Kenzie and his colleagues promised us 
great things in the way of economy pre- 
_ Yious to their accession to power, and sub- 
Sequently as well. The Macdonald Govern- 
ment, they told the people, was the most 
extravagant which had ever ruled in Cana- 
da, and that under “ Reform” rule mil: 
ions of dollars would be saved annually, 
The present Government have had four 
years in which to reform the “extravagance” 
and “corrupt waste ” of their predecessors, 
but the result has been, instead of the pro- 
mised reduction of the controllable annual 
expendituro--for of course only a portion 
of the annual outlay can be controlled by 
any administration, tho remainder being 
mado up of fixed charges, such as subsidies 
to Provinces, etc.—a large increase of tho | 
public burdens, The following extracts 
(condensed from Mr. Macpherson's pam- 
h phlet) from the public accounts give a state- 
_ ment of the increase of expenditure under

public service, and by so doing embarrass- 
ed their successors and increased the public 
expenditure, But, assuming this charge to 
be well founded, that two or three hundred 
persons had been added to the service, 
what was to hinder Mr. Mackenzie from 
discharging all officers whose services were 
not required, and cutting down the salar- 
ies of those who were not overpaid? We 
believe it was claimed that Mr. Mackenzie 
did actually discharge scores of the useless 
appointees of the late Government, but a 
return presented to the House last session 
showed that there were only a few such 
discharges, and in almost every case the 
vacancy was filled by an appointee of the 
the present Government. The Public Ac- 
counts are a standing proof that Mr. Mac- 
kenzie has not availed himself of his op- 
portunities to cut down public expendi- 


ture, but has practically endorsed the alleg- 
ed oxtravagance of the late administration 
and crowned that extravagance by adding 
to the burdens of the country.”

To the Chairman and Members of the Board 

of Education for the City of Belleville ; 
NTLEMEN,—In compliance with tho rules 
and regulations of this Board, the Building 
Committee have visited the High and Pablic 
Schools of the City, and beg leave to report 
upon tho altering, ropairing, and building re- 
quired for tho presont year : 

1, Scnoot No. 1, will require a new wood- 
shed and plank walks, at a cost of about $100. 
The accommodation for pupils is sufficient, 

2. Scnoor No, 2 will require Pe walks, 
‘a now fence and gates, at a cost of about $150; 
and your committee recommend that the yard 
of the School be properly gravelled as soon as 
possible, The accommodation for pupils is 
ample, excepting in the junior division. 

3. Scuoot No. 3 isin a good state of re- 
pair, little or nothing being required to be 
Tecate it this year. As to accommodation 
for pupils, this School is nearly fall. 

4, Scnoot No. 4anpb Hian Scuoor.—The 
Committee find that the heating apparatus in 
this School docs not give satisfaction as at 
present managed, and recommend that cold 
air tubes be connected with the farnaces and 
conveyed to the outside of the building, in 
order to obtain a proper supply of pure air. 
With reference toacvommodationin theSchool, 
there is a vacant class-room which will hold 
70 pupils. 
5. Scnoor No, —For this School a black- 
board and'plank walk are required, at a proba- 
ble cost of $50. The accommodation for pu- 
pils is considered ample, 
6. Your Committee are of opinion that the 
time has arrived when the union of Schools 
Nos. lanl 5 should take place, and recom- 
mend that the Board take such steps as may 
be deemed most expedient as to the best man- 
ner of disposing of the school houses and 
grounds at present occupied by these Schools ; 
and that a suitable building be erected in lieu 
thereof, on a site better suited to the require- 
ments of the vicinity, 
7. The Committee consicer that a Primary 
School is necessary in Coleman Ward, and 
recommend that asite of half an acre be Pe 
chased for that purpose, and that a building 
be erected thereon for said School, at a cost 
not to exceed $2,000, 
All of which is respectfully submitted.

Mr, John Macoun denied that the children 
resident in Coleman Ward have ample school 
accommodation, With the exception of the 
thirty who cross the railroad bridge in defiance 
of the law, not one living north of the rail- 
road bridge walks leas than a mile to school, 
As a child will lose by ono day’s absence 
more than it can regain in a fortnight, and 
paronts did not care to send their children to 
echool in asnow storm, he asked was it rea- 
sonable that these people, who pay their taxes 
should be left in such a position? All that 
was wanted was a primary achool, and he 
asked the mombers of the Board to do justice 
in the matter, 

Mr. A. Diamond was satisfied if the people 
of Coleman Ward were satisfied with a primary 
school. He had been inclined to give them 
more, but as they asked for little probably 
they would get less, He pressed his motion 
in order that proper consideration might be 
giyen to the matter. 

Mr. Peck held that Mr, Diamond's wish 
was to kill the matter entirely, What was 
wanted at present was a school with two 
rooms, which could be added to as the re- 
quirements of the Ward necessitated, Hoe 
sent his children two miles to school every 
day, and thirty others do not attend school at 
all because the schools are too far distant. 
Coleman Ward had assisted in building overy 
school in the city, and now only asked for 
even-handed justice. Those gentlemen who 
had plenty of school accommodation were op- 
posed to it, because they did not wish to pay 
alittle more taxes. He contended that jus- 
tice ought to be done in the premises, 

Dr. Tracy contended that if there was suf- 
ficient school accommodation there was no 
use of building additional schools, The school 
census showed that there was sufficient ac- 
commodation, therefore he opposed the build- 
ing of a school in Coleman Ward at the pro- 
sent time. 

Mr. Tennant said he opposed the report 
because he found that only five or six small 
children in Coleman Ward do not attend 
school. 

The Chairman said he had believed for a 
numler of years that Coleman Ward should 
have a primary school. Some years ago they 
had had a primary school in that part of the 
city, which was vory successful, and although 
they might have accommodation in the other 
schools, it was too much to expect small 
children to walk one and two miles to 
attend them. They had offected a 
union with Thurlow, and ought to carry 
out their implied agreement. By the union 
of schools Nos, I and 5, the necessity of a 
primary school in Celeman Ward was in- 
creased, but apart from that they were not 
justified as a Board in causing children to in- 
cur the danger of passing over the railway 
bridge, especially in face of the edict of the 
railway authorities. 

Mr, Irvine Diamond agreed with the re- 
marks of the Chairman, 

Mr, Johnson held that it had not been the 
policy of the Board to encourage the building 
of Ward Schools. He contended that the 
population of the district which was incom- 
moded was not sufficient to warrant the erec- 
tion of aschool. He said that according to 
the school eensus there are 224 children in 
Coleman Ward between the ages of 5 and 16; 
of these 172 attended school last year and 52 
who did not attend. Of the children between 
7 and 12, only 7 did not attend school, 30 
went to No, 1, 37 to No. 2, 30 to No, 3, 60 
to No, 4,.5 attended the High School,3 go to 
select school, and 8 attend Albert College. 
In the Thurlow part of the union there are 
81 children between 5 and 16; of these 49 
attended school last year, and of the remain- 
ing 32, only 12 between 7 and 12 did not at- 
tend school ; 7 went to No. 1 school ; 10 to 
No. 2.7 to No, 3, 21 to No. 4,3 to Albert 
College, and 1 to a Select School. He had 
therefore come to the conclusion that no 
more accommodation is needed, and close 
examination of the city schools showed that 
there is room in them for 176 additional 
pupils. He held that in view of the civio fi- 
nances the inconvenience would have to be 
borne for another year. 

Mr. Jchn Macoun said he knew all theso 
figures before, but the point was that north of 
the railway there are over 100 children in the 
city who have to go more than a mile to 
school, and in addition there are the $1 who 
live in Thurlow. When the schools were 
built in Belleville they were built to accom- 
modate the people, bat the population had 
moved, and another school was needed. 

Mr. Peterson said they owed Mr. Johnson 
a dobt of gratitude as being more interested 
in Coleman Ward than any other membor of 
the Board. That gentleman had opposed 
the proposed school from the first, and would 
Mr. Glass 
had admitted the necossities of the cases 
to support a 
mary school, but although a sum had been 


no doubt continue to do so,

The Montreal Witness, although a Grit | 
organ, yet takes a fair view of the duty of 
the Ontario Government in tho matter of 

Orange Incorporation, Our contemporary 

urges, and with much force, that thero is 
no objection which can bo urged against 
Orange incorporation that would not tell as | 
powerfully against the Act incorporating 
the Presbyterian Church, the Anglican 
Synod Act, or we may add, the incorpora- 
tion of the Christian Brothers, as the mere 
logal machinery desired in the case of the | 
Orango body no more implies legal | 
recognition of the policy and principles of 
the Order than would the passage of, the 
other measures noted above, commit the 
Legislature to the confession of faith or 
tho thirty-nine articles. Eyory Associa- 
tion, not immoral, treasonable or subver- | 
sive per se of peace and order, has the right 
to ask such| legal facilities as it may re- | 
quire,and the State has no right to truckle 
to the projudicos of any class which chooses 
to deny a right as real and irrefragablo as 
the personal rights of an individual. The 
Orange Association cannot accept Incor- 
poration under the General Act, as the ex- 
pense would be enormous, and besides, tho 
control of their property would be placed 
in tho hands of the Private Lodges instead 
of in those of the Grand Lodge, as is their 
desire.’ The position taken by the Witness 
is a reasonable one, but as Mr. Mowat has 
already, expressed his determination to 
again oppose the legislation desired by the 
Orange body, it is probable:that the mea- 
sure will once more bé thrown out, even 
should the majority allow it to be intro- 
pars 
duced again. 

The Toronto Tribune, the pocket organ 
of Mr.‘Frasor, Commissioner of Public 
Works, ‘candidly admits, in an article in its 
last issuo, that the first Bill was burked by 
the treachery of Mr. Mowat.

Now Mining Process. f 


(From the Sarnia Canadian, Feb. 13.) \* 


We wero pleased Jast week to receive a | 
call from our townsman H.F. Howell, Ex 
who has been absent from Sarnia for near- 
during which time he has been | 
devoting much time to the study of miner- 
alogy. Seeing in our exchanges notes of 
tho issue of patents to him, both in Canada 
and tho United States, for furnaces and 
processes for tle treatment of refractory 
gold bearing ores, our interest was somo- 
what awakened, and wo proceeded to “‘in- 
terview” that gentleman, in true repor- 
torial style, and wo now lay before our 
readers tho result,which,we have no doubt, 
will bo read by many with a great deal of 
interest. Mr, Howell's efforts havo been 
tore particularly directed to the treatment 
of tho ."‘mispickel’’ gold-bearing ores of the 
Township of Marmora, in the County of 
Hastings, There mines have been well 
known for the past ten years, and furm ono 
of the richest gold-bearing belts east of 
the Rocky Mountains, being traceable for 
fourteen miles,and comprising four distinct 
lodes or veins, running parallel with each 
other, with an outside boundary of about 
500 feet in width, these lodes yarying in 
width from four to nine feet, as stated in 
Vennor's report of the Geological Survey, 
with openings upon each of these lodes 
from twenty to eighty feet in depth. These 
| ores have been thoroughly tested by Prof. 
Chapman,of Toronto,who gives in his assay 
from the shaft on Lot 6, in the 7th Conces- 
sion: Gold, $134 per ton of 2,000 Ibs.; 
Silver, 9dwt. 8grs. from the Gatling Co, 
from $60 to $156 per ton of 2,000 lbs. Prof. 
Rickard, F, R. 8., in his report on the 
Gatling Co's. property, says he took ore 
from all the lodes and ground and mixed 
the whole together. From three shafts 
mixed mispickel by careful assay : Gold, 
| $351.63 ; Silver $21.91 per ton of 2,000 Ibs. ; 
from third vein, Goll, $376.61 ; Silver, 
$7.85, making an average per ton of $379. 
Now,to deduct for ‘‘gangue” in bulk for in- 
ferior mispickel and Joss in reduction, and 
the yield could not fall below $30 per ton, 
Upon this basis the ore at the “‘dumps” on 
the Gatling property would yield $90,000, 
and that exposed in the ground by the vari- 
ous shafts and openings will give a yield of 
$1,249,875, less the cost of mining and cost 
of reduction, and this property is only 505 
feet in length on four lodes, That a min- 
ing district of the magnitude and richness 
of this should remain undeveloped and un- 
worked for all these years is a mystery. 
The great Comstock lodes comprising the 
“Gould & Currie,” ‘Consolidated Virginia,” 
*‘Best & Belcher,” ‘‘Ophir,” and ‘Hale & 
Norcross,” has not a single advantage over 
these mines, With their various companies 
with capital ranging from fifteen to fifty- 
five mniflions they have paid and are now 
paying enormous dividends, with labor at 
from four to six dollars per day, wood from 
fourteen to sixteen dollars per cord, and 
every other expense in proportion, and the 
yield per ton much less than the Marmora 
mines, yet they pay largely every year ; 
while npon the Marmora belt labor can be 
had for one dollar per dey, wood one dollar 
and fifty cents per cord,and the cost of liv- 
ing less than in any mining district in the 
world, In the face of these facts these 
mines are idle. Itis a matter of surprise 
that capital does not come forward, establish 
large reduction works and develop the great 
wealth of this district. ‘ 

We did not ‘start out in this article to 
give an essay on mining, but'to give our 
readers and those interested in mining the 
result of Mr. Howell's experiments in these 
particular ores, which lie was very free to 
communicate } and he starts out with the 
proposition that mispickel ores should be 
crushed dry, as there is a large loss in fine 
gold by wet stamping. But first, that the 
dressed ores should be passed through a 
Blake crusher, thence fed into a calcining 
furnace, which he has arranged for that 
purpose, to be kept in continuous opera- 
tion. After starting, the sulphur contained 
in the ore will furnish the fuel to expel the 
principal part of the arsenic from the ore ; 
as the ore falls to the bottom it is raked 
out,andthe furnace is fed from openings near 
the top, while the fumes of the arsenic are 
carried from the *‘ hood” by a large pipe 
into a series of condensing chambers. 
Should there be any danger of the ores 
slagging in the charge, small jets of steam 
are let into the bottom, thereby tempering 
the heat. Water is let on tho ores as thoy 
are removed from the furnace to aid in dis- 
solving out the basic iron salts and the ores 
left exposed to the action of the atmosphere, 
when they are ready for the mill. In crush- 
ing thse ores raw a twenty stamp mill will 
crush 20 tons per day, while with tho ores 
prepared as described the same mill will 
crush 60 tons dry. Nearly or quite one 
half in its assay has been removed in tho 
calcining process, and each ton of the cal- 
cined ore represents in value two tons of 
the raw ore. Afterbeing stamped dry 
the oro is taken from the batteries by 
means of a powerful exhaust fan and 
carried into the mixing room, where 
it, is thoroughly incorporated with its 
own bulk of some carbonaceous matter and 
moistened thoroughly with a strong -solu- 
tion of salt and water,and in that condition 
charged into Mr, Howell's second furnace, 
so arranged that tho flaine should not come 
in direct contact with the shell contain- 
ing tho ores.

The Government resolution providing for 
the payment of feds to rural police magistrates 
passed through the Committee of the Whole, 
as did alao the Bill to contirm the Revised Sta- 
tutes of Ontario.

Ministerial Shuffling and Self-

Asstatomont rocontly published in tho 
Ottawa Citizet shows exactly how the of- 
ficos in tho present Cabinet haye been 
shuffled about and thoir occupants changed 
during tho little more than four years that 
the Mackenzie administration has been in 
power.

The Government was aworn into office on 
November 7th, 1873.

This turned 
out to be a wise arrangement,as tho seat for 
Kamouraska, which Mr. Pelletior had 
held, was wrested from the Goyeriimont 
hy the Opposition candidate, Mr, Roy. 
Mr. Wilfred Laurier succeeded Mr. 
Cauchon as Minister of Inland Revenue 
on October the 8th, 1877, On offering for 
ro-election in Drummond and Arthabaska, 
ho wag defeated by Mr. Bourbeau (Consor- 
yativo) but subsequently secured the seat 
for Quebec East. 
Mr. Alfred G. Jones was appointed Min. 
istor of Militia on January 21st, 1878, on 
the defeat of Mr, Vail, 
This comprises all the changes in the 
Cabinet, which, as will bo soon, have been 
noither few nor far between, As shufflers 
and sclf-seekers it would be difticult, if not 
impossible, to excel the gentlomen who 
have at various times held positions in tho 
Mackenzio administration since it was 
aworn into oftice on Nov. 7th, 1874, For- 
tunately, the time is near at hand when 
the five members of the Cabinetas original- 
ly formed who have not yet provided them- 
selves with good offices will, with their fel- 
low misrulers of the country,be hustled out 
of office in order to make room for more 
capable men.

Dr. MoLellan’s Lecture.

The chair was oo- 
cupied by Mr, W. A, Shopard, Chairman of 
the Board of Education for tho City of Belle-

Tho learned Lecturer began by saying that 
it had boon a favorite theory among ancient 
a4 woll'as modern writors, that nations, like | 
individuals, have their periods of beginning 
and ending, of riso and decay. Even Macau- 
ly prodicts thé deéline of England's greatnoss, 
and supposes that tho time will yet come 
when a lonely fisherman will be scon washing 
his nota in the river of a thousand sail, and } 
the New Zealander will stand on London 
Bridgo to sketch the ruina of St. Paul. He, 
for onoj/ilid not accept ‘that ‘theory, but bo- 
lieved that the destiny of nations is guided 
by a Divino Power, who overthrows ompires 
and sets thom op as beat answors his Divine 
purpose, Tho laws of humanity are the laws 
of progress, and the destiny of England is the 
advancement of the human race, and true to 
that Heaven-born destiny sho has sont hor 
missionary and hor Christianizing influence to 
overy part of the world, and ho. believed she 
would continue to be through the agos yet to 
eomo—as she is now—tho grandest nation the 
world has ever secn, and we tho descendants 
of that mighty race havo within us all tho ele- 
ments of national power that she has, The Dr. 
dealt a strong blow at the materialistic theo- 

ies of the day, and proceeded to say that 
geographical position has agroat deal to do 
with a nation’s gréatnesa. The inhabitants of 
the torrid vonejcanmever reach the high in- 
tellectual development that those of the more 
favored regions of the north attain. Tho toil 
and energy necessary for tho support of man 
deyclope the true man in his highest type, 
and thug it is that all the groat nations that 
have ever risen, have been between the 
parallels of 30, and. 60, and the great 
mon in.eyen narrower limits than this, 
Tn this case thore are is no land more fayor- 
ablo than our own, situated in the zone that 
has reared the greatest nations and developed 
the most powerful intellects the world has 
overseen, what may woe not bo led to ex- 
pect ! Our extensive country, stretching 
from Prince Edward Island to the Pacitic, 
rivals Lmperial Rome in her palmiest “days ; 
descendants of the Celtic and Teutonic races, 
we inherit theib imaginative and invent- 
ive genius, und'thé roving and adventurous 
spirit that has made Britain the mistress of 
the seas ; this, added to our great natural 
Tesouroes, may yet enable us to rival Her as 
the'work-shop of the world. | Thé physical 
developemont of ‘a nation . needs atten- 
tion, as well as the intellectual, and in 
this respect Canadian teachérs’are beginning 
to waked td the importanco of physical train- 
ing in our schdols." Tho issues of war de-

silver dollars herqtofore coined by the United 
States of like weight and fineness, shall be a 
legal tender at their nominal yalue tor all 
debts and dues, public or private, except 
where otherwise expressly stipalated in the 
contract, and the Secretary of the ‘Treasury is 
authorized and directed to purchase from time 
to time silver bullion at the market price, 
not less than $2,000,0°0 or more than $4,- 
000,000 worth per month, and:cause the same 
to be coined monthly as fant as purchased, 
into such dollars, and a sum sufficient to carry 
out the foregoing provision is hereby appro- 
ptiated, &., and any gain or segniorage aris- 
ing from coinage shall’ be accounted for and 
aid into the Treasury, as provided under the 
existing laws relative to subsidiary coinage,

Our Frowers.—It is stated that cut 
flowers will keep best in winter if placed in 
wide glasses filled with soap suds, to which 
a teaspoonfal of charcoal is added. At 
night they should be sprinkled with the 
water and put under a glass shade, ora 
paper cover, or wet cloth may be thrown 
over them if the flowersare not delicate. 
At least every other day the water should 
be changed and the discolored ends of the 
stems cut off.

and by his third wife he left one son and six 
daughters, By his will, madoia short time 
before his death, which took place in 1873 
after making different devises and bequests‘ 
he devises the north'half offhis farin to his ex- 
ecutors upontrust to sell, and out of the pro- 
ceeds to pay his debts, and ‘to divide the re- 
‘*mainder equally between my said son 
“ Charles W. Smith and my daughters by my 
** first marriage.” 

There being no daughters by tho first mar- 
riago, the daughters by the second marriage 
contended they were the class meant by Tes- 
tator, ay they were the daughters by the first 
marriage by which he had daughters, 

‘The children by the third marriage contend- 
ed there was an intestacy, and that conse- 
quently all children should share in the dis- 
tribution of the surplus.

Viexna, Feb. 19,—Prince Auersperg, Pres- 
ident of the Austrian Council of Ministers, 
said in the Lower Reichsrath to-day that the 
Government, on being informed of the prelim- 
inarieg of peace, frankly atated it could not 
consider as Linding any arrangement affecting 
the interests of this monarchy or the rights of 
the signatories of the treaty of Paris, as long 
ag such arrapgements were not agreed to by 
the Powers. At tho same time the Govern- 
ment took the initiative in the convocation of 
the European Conference. The standpoint of 
Government regarding a peace basis, and its 
proposal for the assembling of the Conference 
were accepted by all the Cabinets, Russia 
declared in favour of a Congress; not a 
Conforence, and that it should not meet 
in the Capital of any signatory State.— 
Negotiations on this subject are approaching 
aconclusion. We expect an early meeting of 
the congress. The Government is bound to 
declare generally that it cannot regard some 
of the peace stipulations as consonant with 
the interests of the monarchy, ‘This reserva- 
tion does not apply to the amelioration of the 
condition of the Christians, but to such pros 
visions as might involve the alteration of tho 
balance of power in the East to tho detri- 
ment of Austria, Tho Government confident-+ 
ly hopes the European council will reach a 
satisfactory understanding. The Government 
in the present citcumatances will consider its 
duty and mission to secure duc recognition 


of the political ‘and material interests and 
dignity of the monarchy.

It is important, in securing fine flayor 
that the fermentation of the cheese during 
the process of curing be carried op evenly. 
High heat hastens the process, | inducing 
sharp flavor and early decay ; while by too 
low a’ temperature fermentation is arrested 
and the cheese will have a tendency to, be 
pasty and bitter. It is also quite prejudi- 
cal to fine flavor when the cheeso isexposed 
to variable temperatures—the fermentation 
part of the time unduly hastened by heat 
and then almost entirely or wholly checked 
by cold. Large quantities of cheese are in- 
jiteed inf flavor during the summer from ex- 
cessive heat, and during spring and fall, 
cheese well made often turns Out poorly on 
account of being subjected” tom unequal or 
improper temperatures of-heat and celd al- 


tornately.- 

The great majority of factories are built 
with a view simply to afford space for tho 
cheese while curing—the ontside walls of 
the rooms being often nothing but rough 
siding, and even when plastered, no. provi- 
sidh.is migde for controlling temperatuce in 
hot-weather.— Rooms, it ts true, aro pro- 
vided, where stoves may be placed)in cool 
weather for heating the apartment,but the 
heat is not distributed evenly over the room 
— the cheese near the stove being tdo highly 
heated, while those on the outside of the

At On he was cast into prison, and inter- 
preted the dreams of his fellow-prisoner, 
and was called forth ‘out of the dungeon” 
to interpret a dream for the king. As the 


| interpretation of the royal dream came true, 


Joseph rose to high rank, and was rewarded 
by the priviledge of showing gratitude and 
hospitality to his father Jacob. ‘* And 
Pharaoh called Joseph’s name Zaphnath- 
paaneah (signifying the man to whom 
secrets aro revealed) aud he gaye him to 
wife Asenath, the daughter of Potipherah, 
priest of On.” (Genesis, chapter xii, verse 
45) 

Originally there were three pairs of obe- 
lisks at On, but of these only one single 
obelisk now remains, almost the sole sur- 
viving relic of the ancient city. Tho ex- 
isting obelisk is the oldest in the world, 
haying been erected upwards of 3000 years 
before the Christian cra, and consequently 
nearly 5000 years before the present time. 
The remaining four obelisks were set up by 
Thothmes IIL and his family, more than 
1600 years before the birth of Christ, and 
therefore about 3500 years from the present 
period. Two of these four were called 
Pharaoh's Needles,and now serve to deco- 
rate the cities of Constantinople and Rome, 
while the remaining two were transferred 
to Alexandria to become celebrated as 
Cleopatra's Needles. 

Oleopatra’s Needles, whilst at On, stood 
in front of the temple wherein Moses re- 
ceived his education, where he make him- 
self proficient in Egyptian philosophy, and 
where his mind became fortified for the 
great work he was afterwards destined to 
acomplish, the liberation of his fellow- 
countrymen from the~harsh “dominion of 
the Pharaohs and the exodus of the 
Hebrews from the land of Egypt, Rameses 
the Great, one of the heroes of our obelisk, 
has the reputation of having been the op- 
pressor of the Jews, his great undertaking, 
no doubt, contributing largely to that re- 
sult, whilst Menephtah, his successor, was 
the acknowledged Pharaoh of the Exodus. 


Thus, while we bear in mind that the 
obelisks of On haye been .the silént spec- 
tators of the arrival in Egypt of Abraham 
and Jacob, the elevation to the highest 
dignity of Joseph, the oppression of the 
Hebrews, and their deliverance by Moses, 
there is still another event, dear to the 
memory of every Christian, which has its 
illustration in the immediate vicinity of 
this city of obeliske. In the close neighbor- 
hood of On is the village of Matareeah,a 
word signifying ‘‘town,” or ‘place belone 
ing to the sun,” and therefore the equival- 
ent of Holiopolis ; and here, at Matareeah, 
is av ancient sycamore tree, which is _be- 
lieyed to have given refuge to the Holy 
Family in their flight into Egypt. What a 
multitude of associations crowd around our 
Egyptian treasure, this venerable and pre- 
cious antique. 

When the seat of Eyyptian government 
was transferred to Alexandria, some of the 
ancient traditions of the country were re- 
vived by the conquerors ; a magnificent 
temple was erected to the’ honor and for 
the use of the Cmsars, and was called 
Cwsarium, just asin tho olden time the 
temple of the mythical Memncn was called 
Memnonium, and the temple of Rameses 
at Thebes, Rames soum. And the two 
obolisks from the front of the temple at On 
were conveyed to Alexandria to ornament 
the approach to the temple of the Crsars. 
The period when this transfer took place 
must have been the beginning of the Ro- 
man dypusty, when the memory of Cleo- 
patra was still in the ascendant. An in- 
scription on the bronze supports of the 
Alexandrian obelisk informs us the eighth 
year of Augustus Cosar, that is, 23 years 
before the birth of Christ, was the exact 
date of erection of these obelisks at Alex- 
andria. This being the fact,the event must 
have taken place seven or eight years after 
the death ot Cleopatra ; and consequently, 
although she might haye designed the tem- 
plo itself, the act was not otherwise hers. 
But she had been a popular queen, her 
memory being still cherished by the people, 
and in this manner the perpetuation of a 
beloved name may possibly be explained. 

The history of Egypt tells us that Cleo- 
patra’s Needles wero placed in front of the 
Cwsarium ; but the Cwsarium no longer 
oxists) and in recent times the obelisks 
were but a fow yards from tho sea. Nay, 
more, one only remains standing where it 
was first fixod, while the othor must have 
boon overthrown several centuries ago. 
Tho same causes that destroyed the Ciosar- 
jum contributed possibly to the downfall 
of tho obelisk, or it may have become un- 
dorminod by the encroachments of the sea, 
For, when Mrs Dixon's stafl: were prepar- | 
od to roll the iron-plated cylinder contain- 
ing tho obelisk into the sea, proviously to 
its conveyance to England, they found ovi- 
dence of a granite bed, which not unlikely 
was part of the foundation of the anciont 
Crosarium; in one placo the stumps of 
broken columns; in another, a smooth 
ravoment resombling the floor of a bath or 
Pail and an awkward hitch upon a rocky 
mass, proved a temporary hindrance to the 
progress of the cylinder by piercing its 
pholl, and causing a loak,

It is one 
of the colossal obelisks of Egypt, and is 
ninth or tenth in order of height of those 
which have been issued from the Assouan 
Precedence in altitude is divid- 
od between its former companions at On, 
Pharaoh's Needles, and especially the obe- 
lisk of St. John Lateran at Rome, and the 
great obelisk at Karnak, the work of the | 
superb Queen Hatason ; the former haying 
measured, when entire, 105 feet 7 inches, 
and the latter, according to Marrictte, very 
little less. From these giants of stone we 
deacend rapidly to the Luxor obelisk at 
Paris, which measures 76 feet 6 inches ; 
the British obelisk, 68 feet 5 1-2 inches; 
and Cleopatra's Needle at Alexandria, 68 
feet 2 inches. 

The material of the obelisk isa kind of 
granite, very hard and very dense, of a 
rose red color, and distingnished, as de- 
Tiving its source from Syene, by the namo 
of Syenite. Pliny speaks of it as variegat- 
ed with distinct flame-colored spots. It is 
capable of receiving a high polish,and from 
its hardness admits of being carved with 
the sharpness of agem. Tho carvings are

Cricket in England. 


No town in England,so far as I have ob- 
served, is too small to be without its com- 
mon, or, as they stylo it, “green ;” and 
Byemoor has one some three or four acres 
in extent. It isa triangular inclosure, ly- 
ing between the two converging roads 
whereby the town is entered from the west 
and southwest. A few cattle are pastured 
upon it, but its principal function seems to 
be that of cricket and football grounds, 
During the cricket season, two or three 
regular matches, with white flannel and 
marquees,are played upon it; but the bulk 
of the year is, of course, devoted to ‘‘prac- 
tice.” Our own base-ball, which seems to 
me a much more stirring game thancricket, 
has never held such sway over the active 
part of our community as has the latter 
game over all classes of Englishmen, Rich 
and poor,from dauntless infancy to decrepit 
age, they revel in it. One sees undismay- 
ed paunches upon English cricket-fiel 
which an American baso-ball ground would 
quickly ccmpel either to cave in or to re- 
tire. Cricket, too, is more fashionable 
here than is our game with us ; though 
it has its professionals in abundance, that 
does not prevent the flower of the great 
schools and universities from pretising it 
as much as or more thaneyer. What most 
entertains me, however, is not the ultra- 
scientific, classical interpretation of the 
game, but rather the homely, ardent ex- 
pedients whereby the swarms of three- 
foot, dragglo- tailed gamins make shift to 
pursue the pastime. It doesmy heart goodto 
sce them roll up a couple of ragged jacketa 
for a wicket, steala bit of mouldy 
from somebody's back-yard fora bat; aud. 
make play with I know not what quasi- 
spherical compound for a ball. Oh, the

The Public Accounts. 


Tho Public Accounts for the fiscal year 
ending June 30th, 1877,have been laid be- 
fore the House of Commons, and the ex- 
hibit is not by any means a flattering one. 
In spite of a large cutting down of oxpendi- 
ture on public works, on militia, and ona 
fow minor matters, there remains a de- 
ficit of $1,460,027.66, the receipts from all 
sources having been $22, 4.11, and 
the expenditure $23,519,301.77. As tho re- 
ductions made are of a mere temporary 
character, the decrease of oxpenditure for 
1876-7 as compared with that of the pre- 
yious fiscal year is of an illusory nature: 
Had the public works been energetically 

P proceeded with, there would have been a 
deficit of upwards of $2,000,000 ; but as 
the general election will tako place before 
the result of the present year’s operations 
is known, the “mixer and muddling” Fi- 
nance Minister has endeavored by a little 
leger de main, to make as good a showing 
as possible to go before the people with. 
The following is a summary of the receipts 
and expenditures of the country for the 
tho years 1875-6 and 1876-7 :

Rome, Feb, 20.—It is reported that Ger- 
many instructed Hohenlohe to declare that 
the election of a irreconcilable Pope would 
oblige the Government to take repressive 
steps immediately. The French Cardinals 
contrary to the first declarations ultimately 
determined to unite with the Spanisb, Aus- 
trisnand German Cardinals,jin supporting a 
moderate candidate. 

Cardinal Gioachino Pecci, Pontifice! Camer. 
lengo, has been elected Pope, He takes the 
name of Leu 13th, Pecci was born, 2nd 
March 1810 at Carpineto, near Avagni, of an 
old patrician family, He was in favor with 
Pope Grogory 12th in whose household he was 
‘for some time as prelate and private 
referendary, and who employed him as hi, 
delegate first ‘to Benevento and then a 
Spoleto and Perage, where he did geod work 
in ridding some of those districts of the pro- 
vailing scourge of brigandage. Pecci was 
subsequently sent as nuncio to Brussels,creat- 
ed Archbishop of Peruga, and was one of the 
candidates tor whom the old Pope reserved 
the honor of the purple, when he died in '66. 
Pecci remained however Cardinal in Potto in 
spite of the good oitices of tho King 
of the Belgians, who solicited Pope Pius 
ninth to fulfil the benevolent nteotions 
of his predecessor, Seven years olapsed be- 
fore Pius IX, came ‘to the resolution to do 
justice to the candidate of Gregory's choice, 
and this delay was owivg to the ill wi'l of 
Cardinal Antono)li, who dreaded the influence 
of an able man over the Pope's mind. 19th 
December, '53, Pecci received the hat, but 
for many years was left at bis see of Pe,aga, 
Cardinal, Secretary of Stato, stand‘ng in the 
way of any preferment. In '74, upon the 
death of Cardinal Be-nabo, Prefect of Props- 
ganda, an English Prelate suggested Peco; 
to the Pope as competent to fi'l the vacant 
place, but ho was not chosen Camerlengo un- 
after Antono!li’s death. There are but raro 
instances, and none recent of Camerlengo,who 
is looked upon as pope-maker and who exer- 
cisos the whole authority of Pope daring the 
interregnum, of ever obtaining votes of the 
sacred co"oge on his ow. behalf.

SIR SELBY 6MYTH's KEronT 
GESTIONS 


Gonoral Sir Selby Smyth's report on tho 
atate of the Militia is somewhat oxhaust- 
ive. Ho saya the Canadians possess ih a 
marked dogreo qualities to mako excellent 

| soldiers, being-hardy and industrious, used 
to rough life, easily stibjected to discipline 
and willing to submit to necessary author 
«| ity. His recommendations, sone of which 
1 | he made bofore, are as follows, briefly sum- 


partments now | marized ; 


| (1.) That the poriod allowed for drill 

should, if possible, not be loss than twenty- 

eight days, seven of which at. battalion 

yracticable, and, the ré- 

lhnainder in brigade or divisiorfal camps. of 
exercise, 

(2) Three model training schools for 
cavalry and infantry by embodying threo 
| companies permanently on the basis of and 
| with similor objects to the two Gunnery 
} Schools. 

(3,) A paid and pérmanent adjutant and 
sergeant- major to act as rogimental store- 
keeper besides for cach corps. 

(4) That the arms, accoutrements, and 
clothing of each corps. should be ‘kept at 
regimental headquarters under permanent 
caretakers, 

(5.) Thata contingent allowance as in 
the army should be paid to each captainof 
a company to cover losses, holding him 
responsible to keep the arms, ote,, in re- 
pair, with power to recover penalties from 
apy volunteer losing or damaging public 
property. 

(6.) That the brigade statf shonld ha peid 
a consolidated allowance proportioned to 
} the amount they now receive instead of 
being paid $8 per annum for each efficiont 
company. 

(7.) Tho batteries constituting the Gun- 
nery or Artillery Schools should have their 
folir guns field horsed. 

{8.) If circumstances render it beyond 
our reach at present to institute the cavalry 
and infantry schools which are s9 indis- 
peasible, then as a temporary substitute 
an addition of 50 mem and two officers as 
cavalry and infantry instructors should be 
added to the two Gunnery Schools, render- 
ing them thereby schools for the three arms 
until more comprehensive measures are 
adopted. 

(9.) Additional assistance is necessary 
for the repair of rifles. There are only two 
qualified armories at Quebecand Montreal 
respectively, but in this widespread com- 
mand at least two more are required to 
keep the 43,000 rifles in proper repair. A 
large supply of screws, springs, and amall 
articles of every description should be added 
to our present scanty stock for this pur- 
pose. The arms requiring repair could 
then be sent in at a trifling expense to the 
different military stores along the whole 
line of country. 

(10.) That a brigade of garrison artillery 
be raised at Quebec and anotherat Kings- 
ton, composed” of four batteries each, fo 
man the important fortresses at those sta- 
tions,

A suggostion has\been made for the con- 
struction of an earthwork battery at Mc- 
Couley's Point, Vancouver Island,at a cost 
of about $600. The=work is considered 
important, because in the absence of a 
man-of-war from the anchorage in’ Esqni- 
malt harbor, which soipetimes happens, 
there is no kind of protection for the valu- 
able naval stores for the dockyard .nor for 
tho City of Victoria. “Tho report suggests 
that works of defence. be undertaken. for 
the protection’ of the harbors and to 
guard the royal dockyards of Esquimalt 
and Victoria, B.C, Rogrét is expressed 
that the Ottawa troop of cavalry does not 
present a more creditable and military ap- 
| pearance. Thereis a reserve of 21,000Snider 
rifles, and about 8,000 rifles and carbines 
of various patterns,which are recommended 
to be sold, and their places filled’ by 10 900 
Sniders from England. Of gunpowdor, 
there is about 200,000 pounds and:,-of 
Snider ball carriages about seven and p 
half million rounds. In addition about « 
million and a half of cartridges are ordorod 
from England, and upwards of 30,000 
pounds of powder. Of shell of various 
sorts thore are about 17,000 for field artil- 
lery, or about 290 rounds per gun, besides 
100 rounds per gim in addition ordered 
from England. For the new converted 
rifled guns, 200 rounds of shell for each. 
In the item of ammunition, therefore, 
the Dominion is fairly provided, but at 
least 10,000 additional Snider rifles should 
be kept in stock, 

Rifle practice has begn carried out, as 
usual at the various ranges. Tho opinion 
is oxprossed that too much practice cannot 
| be given to soldiors in this eescntial, in 
which, with the arms of precision of mod- 
orn days, oxtraordinary skill is required. 
Tho report further adda that the Dominion 
and Provincial Rifle Associations ‘have 
givon waluablo. assistance in making good 
marksmen, and in keeping alivoa healthy 
omulation in riflo practice throughout tho 
country.

number of the leading dairymen from dif- 
ferent parts of tho district. 

Tho President, Mr. K. Graham, on tak- 
ing the chair, presented the report of the 
Business Committeo, which was adopted. 
He thon procevded to say that there were 
present a number of gentlemen from Ca- 
nada and the United States who would ad- 
dress them on various subjects, and there- 
foro he would vontont himself with giving 
4 short history of the Dairymen’s Associa- 
tion of Eastern Ontario, In 1864, he said, 
farmers finding that their cows were being 
bought up in droves and sent to the United 
States, and holding that our lands were 
equal to those of the neighboring states, 
some of them resolved to enter into the 
dairy business. He was accordingly des- 
patched to Herkimer County, New York, to 
obtain information, much of which he ob- 
tained from Hon.X.A. Willard. The first 
cheeso factory in the County of Hastings 
was established in 1866,and after somefyeara 
struggle the Association was formed, the 
particulars of which are well known to our 
readers. He then introduced 

Prof. Bex, of Albert University, who 
proceeded to deliver the annual address,on 
“the past, present and future of the Dairy 
interests of Canada.” He began by allnd- 
ing to the division of the Dairymen's As- 
sociation into two sections, of which meas- 
ure he expressed approval,as it would tend 
to the adyanfage of the dairymen by giving 
the residents of each section an opportuni- 
ty of atteuding the Conventions more fre- 
quently, and to the creation of a healthy 
emulation between the eastern and western 
sections. Tho past year’s trade had been 
more beneficial than usual, but some mis- 
takes had been made which, if repeated too 
often, would tend to deteriorate tho repu- 
tation of the product. The factories had 
begun operations earlier than usual, in or- 
der to take advantage of the favorable state 
of the English market, and cheese has been 
forwarded too new, so that it arrived out 
of shape and deficient in quality. There 
had been a scarcity of A. 1 cheese, which 
the dealers attributed to the effort to pro- 
duce cheeee to cure quickly. He advised 
the discontinuance of such practices,if they 
prevailed, but he rather inclined to the be- 
lief that the inferiority of the cheese was 


used in preference to the Canadian, which 


now in the same position as cheese was 
sixteon or eighteen years ago,or even worse, 
asmany ofthe best butter makers now 
send all the milk to the cheese factories. 
The speaker then proceeded to condemn the 
genoral carelessness in the manufacture, 
advocating the most scrupulous cleanliness 
andcare,and the use of no morethan asufti- 
cient quantity of salt. The cream should 
not be allowed tostand on the milk until 
it acidulates, but after being removed 
from the milk it may be allowed to become 
sour. An improvement in packing was also 
highly necessary. The butter should be sold 
fresh. Township conventions should beheld 
for the information of the people on dairy 
matters ; and he recommanded the 
the establishment of butter factories, 
as although cheese production had almost 
reached its limits for the present,there was 
4 practically unlimited market for good 
butter. In support of this recommenda- 
tion the Professor quoted a number of 
opinions from newspapers and from gentle. 
men interested in the trade. He also ad- 
vocated the making of butter in winter,and 
the shipment of the product weekly, in 
small packages. Great attention should be 
paid to the feeding of butter cows in win- 
ter, giving them good clean hay, roots and 
warm mashes, The flavor of turnips,which 
is unpleasant, can easily be got rid of by 
the use of a little saltpetre. All Canadian 
butter should be carefully inspected and 
its proper quality branded upon it,in order 
that it should not be mistaken for the pro- 
duct of the United States. He then pro- 
ceeded to quote a few favorable opinions of 
Canadian butter,holding that these showed 
that our capabilities had not been made 
use of in a proper manner,

milk sent to the factories did not average 
moréthantwo cents a quart during last year, 
His advice was to breed from a line, 
of known good milkers which practice 
was resorted to in Massachusetts, with 
the certainty of producing good milk- 
ers. The large breeds gave a larger amount 
of milk in proportion to the weight, of 
food consumed than do the small 
breeds, About 30 per cent of cows 
did not pay for their keeping, about an 
equal number did not more than pay ex- 
penses, leaving a little over a third on 
which the profit was to be made. Grass 
was the most fayorablo feed when green, 
and noxt to it was grass cut green and fed 
to the cows. He considered it more pro- 
fitable to feed cows in the stable than to 
allow them to pasture, : 
The Prestpenr hero stated that this was 
his experience with his herd of forty cows. 
Prof. Wernenety resumed, saying he 
was glad to have this confirmation of his 
experience. A small quantity of barley 
straw with clover was found to be better 
than clover alone, and it was within the 
province of every farmer to ascertain what 
was the most desirable food better than he 
could be told. They onght to cast offevery 
unprofitable cow, which they could ascer- 
tain by weighing the milk of each cow separ- 
ately. In his opinion, thecross with the short 
horn would be found the best suited for 
this part of the coun‘ry, if the Holsteins 
did not prove equaltothem. 

In answer to Mr. Graham, Prof. Weth- 
erell said he advised the milking of heifers 
to as latea period as possible before calving, 
as otherwise they acquire the habit of dry- 
ing after a few months in each season. 

After some discussion on Prof. Wether- 
ell’s address,the Conyention adjourned un- 
til 7:30 p.m. ‘oe 

EVENING SESSION, 

The Convention resumed according to 
adjournment. :

English market, and said our cheese most 
possess all the necessary qualities, in order 
to maintain ‘its footing against such for- 
midable rivalry, and this could only be 
done by the co-operation of the patrons 
with their cheese makers, in forward- 
ing unimpoverished milk and in 
perfect condition to the factories, The 
year’s transactions showed that the dairy- 
men of the west had been rather more suc- 
eeasful than their eastern brethren,the for- 
mer haying been more favored with rains, 
which kept up the pasturage whilst in 
the east the extensive drought had pro- 
maturely dried up the pastures. The price 
had, however, kept up fairly. Canadian 
cheese, despite the depreciation of buyers, 
maintained an excellent reputation, an 
English gentleman of high standing (Mr. 
Sheddon) paying us the high compliment 
of saying that American cheese is far su- 
perior to English.

Prof. Leanpen WerTHere.t, of the 
Live Stock Journal, then addressed the con- 
yention on the subject of “‘ Breeding and 
Feeding of Dairy Stock.”” Having compli- 
mented Canadians on their success at Phila- 
delphia, he proceeded to say that the ques- 
tion which lay at the root of the dairy busi- 
ness was how to secure dairy cows of the 
best and inost productive kind, unless they 
could learn to make butter from the fat of 
the ox rather than from the milk of the 
cow. The cow desired was the ono that 
would produce the largest relative amount 
of milk from a given amount of food. Good 
cows were often selected irrespective of 
breed, and when their milking qualities 
deteriorated they were sold to the buccher 
or grazier. It was necessary that the bull 
should belong to a good milking family, 
and the heifers should be raised, whereby 
a first-class breed would be produced in 
the course of a few years ‘The cows most 
profitable for dairy purposes in Now York 
State had beon bred from short-horns, and 
from Holsteins for quantity of milk. A 
cross-bred cow would produce more milk 
than a thoroughbred. For instance the 
first cross from an Ayrshire bull ant a non- 
doscript cow would be equal in milk to a 
thoroughbred, bred especially for milk- 
ing purposes.

butter stood firmly in the way of inferior 
qualities of butter, which in due time it 
would crowd to the wall, though it could 
never be made to equal fine butter. What 
was needed was a package in which butter 
would not deteriorate by its transit across 
the sea. He advocated winter butter mak- 
ing, as it is then more easily made, and 
moro easily preserved, than butter mado 
in any other season, Western winter butter 
produces 5 cts. per pound more than butter 
made under the old system. Another advan-_ 
tago was that the cows were kopt in better 
condition than they would otherwiso be. 
By this system 300 lbs. of butter per cow 
per annum are obtained, or about twice the 
average in Now York State. He did not 
‘advocate winter dairying universally, but a 
sufficient number of people should engagzo 
in it to keep fresh butter always on tho 
market. Creameries which make skim 
cheeso, he advised to make Eidom or 
other fancy brands, which command good 
prices. One of the greatest leaks in dairy 
farming is the poor selection of cows, un- 
profitablo animals being frequently retain- 
ed on the farm, to the loss of their owner. 
‘All the poor cows ought to bo taken out of 
the hord and sold, even at what appeared 
to be a presnt sacrifice,as the action would 
be profitable oventually. He advocated the 
holding of cheese and butter fairs, in con- 
nection with conventions, when the merits 
of the exhibits could be discussed fully 
He regarded this as one of tho wants of the 
day. Great progress had been mado, but 
still the cheose mado from perfect milk in 
‘America was not what it should be in all 
respects, There were some doficioncies 
which did not meet the requirements of the 
English market, and it was thorofore the 
duty of cheeso manufacturers to endeavor 
to moot the requiremonta of their custom- 
cra, What the English wanted was acheose 
equal to fino Cheddor, Why men should 
follow a system of manufacture which de- 
preciated the valuo of their product 20s, to 
30s. por hundyed weight below the top 
price of the market,was something ho could 
not comprehend.

Agriculture and Statistics. 


The report of the Minister of Agriculture 
for the calendar year 1877,contains a large 
amount of matter of interest. From it wo 
learn that the number of animals which 
passed through the Port Levis quarantine 
daring the year was 172. 

The carrying out of the Order in Coun- 
cl prohibiting the importation of neat cat- 
tle entailed a painful case of private hard- 
ship, but one which could not be avoided, 
on account of the immense interest at 
stake, viz.:—the safety of the cattle of 
the country, and the position to be main- 
tained in England for our cattle trade, which 
is assuming very large proportions. The 
case allnded to was the shipment of a lot 


of valuable cattle, which, of course, could 
not be permitted to land in Quebec, nor in 
any part of Canada, and which had there- 
fore to be re-shipped without being landed, 
Speaking of the Australian exhibition, 
the report states that tho exhibits sent from 
Canada were very considerable, being over 
550 cubic tons of ocean freight. Tho ox- 
hibits consisted to agreat extent of Cana- 
dian products and manufactures which had 
been exhibited at the Centennial Exhibi- 
tion in Philadelphia. The offorts made 
have already had the result of opening up 
atrade in several branches of Canadian 
products and manufactures, which, it is 
bolieved, will, with time assume consider- 
able proportions. A sum of $19,550.89 
was spent upon the oxhibition, and a fur- 
ther sum of $5,000 or $6,000 will ‘be 
quired to close finally all accounts,

TUE ABORTION CASE RESUMED. 

There seemed no lessening of interest in 
the above case to-day, as the doors of thé 
Police Court were thronged before’ Court be- 
Ran, 

Upon the doors being thrown open the 
crowd rashed in‘to tho great danger of ths 
demolition of the glass doors, until the Court 
Room was crowded to suffocation, even the 
standing room being crowded. When 
the closed a largo crowd 
gradually gathered on the out-ide, anxious if 
only to gain a ‘‘peep” at the inside of the 
court room.

The first witness called in the abortion caso 
was’ Policenian McCoy, who, being sworn, 
said—I was sent for to go and see the child 
that was found in the river ; the child was 
lying on apiece cf cloth on the edge of the 
water hole when I saw it; it was a female 
child ; Mr. Robinson asked me to take charge 
of it ; I put it in a box and brought it to the 
Police Station and notified Coréner McDon- 
nell ; an inquest was held. (The cloth was 
here produced that was wrapped around the 
child, about a quarter of a yard square, and 
was identified by witness.) 

John P. McDonuell,sworn—Am a coroner ; 
held an inquest on the body of the child in 
question ; the child was in a box, covered 
over with a piece of cotton ; held the inquest 
on the 11th ; I'then ordered the body to be 
buried, 

Policemen McCoy, being recalled, said,— 
when he first saw the child its hands were 
not tied. 

Chief McKinnon recalled. —On the afternoon 
of the 11th, I was notified of the body being 
‘ound ; a few minutes after six that evening, 
Dr. Allen called at my office and inquired for 
Sergt. Snider, who, I said, had just gone off 
daty, but if he would hurry he would cateh 
him. Jafterwards met Dr. Allen, who said 
he had not seen Sergt. Snider, In about 20 
minutes after that I again met Dr. Allen, and 
asked if I could not do his business as well as 
the Sergeant. He(Dr. Allen) said he guessed 
a0; he(Dr, Allen) then wanted to know if there 
was any way that he could quietly get away 
the body of the child.- I asked him what he 
meant; he said he wanted to get the subject 
to operate on. I said the body was in charge 
of the Coroner. He oxpressed a desire to see 
it, when he accompanied me to my office, 
where he saw the body, when after a short 
conversation he left ; he remarked when with 
me, that he could swear that the child was in 
the water more than two days, judging, he 
said, from certain contractions of the muscles 
or cords. He wanted,to know who was going 
to hold the post mortem; I said I did not know; 
he said “if you send for me I will give you a 
piece ot it,” meaning, I thought, a piece of the 
‘eo. 

The Police Magistrate remarked that per- 
haps he meant a piece of the child. 

Mr. McKinnon continued.—We were then 
near to the office door, and I replied ‘* Doctor, 
Y'm sorry you take such a low measure of me.” 

To Mr. Wallbridye—My impression was 
that be was anxious to get the body away be- 
fore the inquest was held ; the coroner had 
been notified and the jury summoned hefore 
the conversation with Dr. Allen, 

The Police Magistrate said there was suf- 
ficient evidence that thero was a child born ; 
it was to be proved if the child was born alive 


or not. The ghild was, he ssid, no doubt 
dead when handed to the mother of the girl, 
and how it became so, whether dead when 
born or was killed after birth, were questions 
that would have to be left to a jury—and 
again he said there waa no proof that the body 
found in tho river was the body of tho same 
child, although the circumstantial evidence 
of the child being found ina water hole in the 
rear of the Doctor's stable was against him.

been sufficiently acquainted with French 
language to Understand the gentleman who 
moyed tho answer to the Address, and 
thérefére’ was unablo’ to ‘speak ‘as to'the 
merits of that hon, gentleman's commetits 
—had listened to it with the pleasure, with 
which, the Hyuse. always listoned .to 
any remarks that the hon. gentleman had 
to make, whether they approved of tho 
sentiments the hon. gentlemen uttered or 
not, “It was well, they were told,” that 
this country, while the tumult of war exr 
isted in Europe, was at least froo from in- 
vasion, _ Perhaps had the hon. gentleman 
informed them that there was such an emi- 
nent niilitary gentleman at the head of the 
War Department in’ this cowntry as the 
hon. gentleman (Mr. Jones), that. might 
have been a yery good reason why there 
was little danger at, the present time of afy 
invasion from foreign countries or froin in- 
ternal broils. It was, however, soriething 
neW, not only to himself, but also to” thove 
whé! heard thé hon. gentleman utter the 
sentiment, that when our vessel was sail”, 
ing up the river Seine, in France, that the 
sight of the flag of Britain was so,unusual 
there, that the people ran along the banks 
and asked whetice it cam’. ‘He might add 
that’ had those people known that the hon. 
tember for Hulifax (Mr. Jones) was tho 
custodian of that flag at the: present timo, 
they wouldnot have been in ignorance as 
to the country. from whence it came,,, He 
proposed, before referring to, other ques- 
tions, to call the attention of the House, 
ns briefly as possible; tothe séntiments 
which ‘Were not only uttered; but which he 
wax) bound to believe were! held} by the 
hon. member for North»Norfolk, @ short 
timeago,and compare them with those yoter- 
ed now on the question.of the trade policy of 
this.country, After he liad-heard the hon. 
gentleman's last speech, it forcibly remind: 
ed him of a western orator, who, havitig de- 
liyered one of the grand vloquent' western 
orations which they werd in the ‘habit’ of 
reading occasionally,—found that hia utter- 
ances were not in accord with thesentiments 
of his hearers, coolly said to them, ‘‘Well, 
gentlemen, if these sentiments do not 
pleaso you, Tcan ensily change them.” In 
1875, the hon. “Zentleman (Mr. Chatlton) 
had'délivéred, he thoight, one of ‘the'clev~ 
erest Protection ‘speeches ever mado in the 
House ; but the sentiments) then, uttered 
were notin accord with those of the Min- 
istry he (Mr, Charlton) _was{supporting ; 
and finding that, in order to be a consist- 
ert supporter of them and to Géfend’ their 
policy whith he went’ before his electors,’ he 
acted ‘astif he had said to the Ministers 
“Well, gentlemen, if these sentiments..do 
not please. you, .why; 1am ..prepared to 
change, them,” and change them, ho, did, 
They, had this astounding statement mado 
by the hon. gentleman—that all the fitian? 
cial ‘troubles, commercial” depression ‘and 
bunkruptey which existed ‘at the present 
moment im the United ‘States werd tha: re- 
sult ofthe fiscal and. protective _policy 
which existed in that country at, the pre- 
sent day. The hon. gentleman Atkd gaid 
that extreme’ protection in’ the United 
States was tho cause ‘of. tlie. present “dee 
pression and bankruptcy «which exists ini 
this country ; and that during | that, period 
in the United States when free-trade exist- 
ed the greatest prosperity continued in 
that country. Now, without desiring to 
be tedious, particularly jafter the lengthy 
debate which had already taken place, be 
thought it was wel] that the antidote 
should go to the country with the, poison 
which the hen, gentloman had endeavored 
to, ivatil jnto the minds.of the people ; and 
he knew of no better physic and of ho bet- 
ter mode of administering it than by allow- 
ing the physician to adinivister his own 
antidote, And acting upon that principle, 
he proposed to read some portions of the 
speech delivered by the hon. gentleman on 
the question of Protection in 1875, and 
allow those who had read the, one, to read 
tho other and jodge between that hon.gen- 
tleman’s. sentiments of 1875 und those of 
1978, The hon, gentleman, in 187, while 
discussing the tariff, spoke as follows :— 
»" Tika many hon. members in this .Housey 
Thad. believed that protection, to a certain 
extent and within.cortain limits, would beno- 
fit the country, We have beon told that a 
protective policy Gs)ohé which bconld only be 
adopted by a patriarchal Government—a Gov- 
eriment which could ‘not only protect iddds- 
tries, but also limiteptoduvtion,, *Ihold that 
«' ‘protective polidy, onthe contrary, rand 
through the whole léegiblative system of any’ 
country. “Lo afford protection of life and prop! 
orty is the duty of Government) and arniiew 
aro raiséd and navies built to protect the na- 
tion, “Prisons are’ érected *for the protection 
of-the public, and free-grants given for the 
purpose ofrinore? ain, iospnbligrwealth and 
adding td the population. “It inay be safoly 
ausimed that no yation haw attained to Rredt- 
new Tn’ commeros Or mhantfaltufeW without 
havity in the courte of ita History imposed 
exactions and contributions. This has beon 
notably the cake with Great Britain herself ; 
and I think the assertion, that the develop- 
mont of various iiduatricn Ja necessary tothe 
cultivation of |the sqlf-défenpive powne of a 
nation, It iidonttovertibl’.”

giving employment to 2,000,000 opératives, 
and disbursing over $775,500,000 in wages, 
It has been charged that protection ,hag pro- 
Vented the extension of foreign oi mmefde i 
that couutry, That’ may be trav, but it is 
estitbated that the’ domestic commercé df‘ the 
United States last year reached the enormous. 
Proportions of , 200,000,000 tons, valued at 
$10,000,000,000. What is the foreign cém- 
merce of that Country compared with the vast 
domestio trade thatigées on increasing; with- 
dnt the fluctuations or risks of foreign tra lo 
Look at the progress of the cotton tradé in 
that country. 'PreViouls to the import Uiitiew 
on foreign ‘cottons in 1825,:British manufacy 
tures crushed ont allefforte to establish fac- 
tories in.the Republic ; but the imposition of 
25 por cent. duty on forcign cottons had the’ 
effect ina few years, fot only of building hp 
manufactories, bat léd-to. the: production: of; 
an article better in quality and lower.in price, 
than tho Americans received from British 
manufacturers before their own industries 
were established. In'1860 thé United States 
were exporters ot cottons, exporting nearly 10 
por cent. of the whole amount manufactured. 
The same way with the iron trade, All at 
tempts to establish iron industries wero crush- 
ed’ out by foreign competition, and high prices 
were maintained at mtervals—higher on the 
average than the peryentage necessary to pro- 
duge them in tho United States’ at a profit, 
But when a protective duty was imposed, iron 
manufactories were established ; and ina short 
time the price of iron was brought down sev- 
eral dollars per ton, and it is now, sold cheaper 
than the “ritish iron ever was offered for on 
that market.” 
This, he thought, was a sufficient answer to 
the theory indulged in by Free-traders that 
the: imposition of a protective duty raised 
prices 80 enormously as to make, it a bur- 
densome taxation upon the people. The

sold these properties and came back to this 
country.

GOVERNON-GENERALUH TRAVELLING EXPENSES, 


Tho Ottawa correspondent of the Montreal 
Star gives the following synopsis of the de- 
bate upon Mr. Mitchell’s motion fora return, 
showing the expenses of the trip of the Goy- 
nor-General to British Columbia and Mani- 

toba: . 

** The motion of Mr. Mitchell for a return, 

in detail, of the expenses defrayed from the 

treasury for the journcy ofthe Governor-Gane- 

ral and suite to British Columbiaand Manitoba 

and the Northwest occupied fully three hours. 

It was point blank refused by the Premier, 

who said if it was persisted in it would be 

yoted down. He regarded it as insulting in 

its essence, “and altogether uncalled for, 

inasmuch as all the items were given in 

the public accounts, which were already in 

the hands of members, 

Mr, Mirenx.1 strongly disavowed any in- 

tention to offer any insult to His Excellency 

or Being ioHuenisah by any personal motive. 

He stood firmly on his right, as an indepen: 

dent member, to inquire into any and every 

item involving the expenditure of the public 

funds, and was warmly supported in this 
position by Dr. Tupper, Mr. Masson, Mr. Pope, 

and other members. All expreased regret that 
the Premier had not allowed the motion to 
pass without remark, seeing that if all was 
right nothing more could be said afterwards ; 
all bore testimony to the highly estimable 
character of the Governor-General ‘and the 
exceedingly valuable service he had rendered 
to the country py his remarkably clever 
speeches on the features and genoral character 
of the country as a field for emigration. 
The position taken by the Premier at the 
leader of a Reform Government was severely 
commented on, and Mr. Bowell was not slow 
to remind him that he had not thought it an 
insult to make a motion to cut down the Gov- 
ernor-General’s ealary from $50,000 a year to 
$35,000 and to insist that that sum should 
cover every expense connected with the office, 
while now, when in a position to control the 
expense, gave his sanction to an expenditure 
which, in the eyes of many people, was re- 
garded as an outrageous extravagance, In 
the course of the debate it was elicited that 
the public accounts only contained the items 
of the journey to British Columbia, and Mr. 
Mackenzie then offered to bring down the 
items relating to the trip to Manitoba and the 
North West.. This would not be accepted by 
Mr. Mitchell, but eventually an amendment 
made by Mr. Holton for those items alone 
‘was agreed upon. Thus a scene which seem- 
ed from its unpleasantness to be oppressive 
on both sides was brought to a close, and the 
House yindicated its undoubted right to in- 
quire into every item of public expenditu: 

Mr. Bowe also expressed his surprise at 
the extraordinary anxiety displayed by the 
member for Chateauguay (Mr. Holton), for 
the reputation cf the representative of sove- 
reignty in this country,—Now he looks upon 
arimple motion for a-statement of moneys 
spent, for which the Government is responsi- 
the: he was not so choice in his language in 
1873, when the same GovernorGeneral thought 
proper to act upon the advice of his then Min- 
isters, in opposition to a demand made by the 
leaders of the Opposition. At that time the 
hon. gentleman, in speaking of the Governor 
General, said :—‘‘ The practical result was 
that in the reply, their memorial had been 
scorned by the representative of the Crown. 
The worst possible insult had thus been pat 
upon Parliament, by a Governor General act- 
ing on the advice of men who were themselves 
under, impeachment for crimes which almost 
amounted to treason.”” Not less inflammatory 
was the language of the Minister of Justice 
(Mr. Laflamme). Ho said “he had felt like 
a Frenchman, as his blood fairly got up at the 
outrage and insult which had been perpetrated 
on the people and their representatives.” 
Now these gentlemen were thrown in agony 
at the mere mention of the expenditure of 
public money by the Governor whom they in 
‘873 grossly insulted in the manuer in which 
he had pointed out. ‘Their position was truly 
another illustration of a Grit out of office, and

THK BUDGET DEBATE, 


Mr. McCarrny resumed the debate on the 
Budget. When the gentlemen on the Treas-

party. It was true the Finance Minister was 
now able to say that there was a reduction of 
ordinary expenditure in 1876-77 over that of 
1373-74 of about » million and a quarter of 
do)lars;. He mentioned various works ohare: 
ed to revenue, census, and some others, 
both years, showing that whil the latter 
year these services’ cost 83,151,070, in the 
former year they cost $1,820,000, the differ- 
ence betwoen the amounts showing either a 
Starving of particular servites or expenditure 
in 1873-4which were not necessary in 1876-7. 
In 1873-4,had the Revenue not been large,the 
amount of $3,151,070 would have been charg- 
ed to Capital Account, The reault was that 
fairly analyzing the Public Acoounits, tho. ex- 
penditare of the Government was really |; 
cr last year than the expenditure of the lat 
Government, or rather their estimates, much 
as the Conservative party were denounced as 
extravagant and corrupt. He complained of 
the cost of the Military College at Tciigstons

spent during’the last election in that city,and 
he saw there were $30,000 more in the esti 
mates of this session for that institution, which 
would probably be spent at the next election. 
Returning to the annual expenditures, he 
asked what could the Government tay about 
their economy,when in 1575-6 they had spent 
on ordinary expenditure $235,054 more than 
the largest expenditure of a Government they 
had so greatly denounced ¥ Every one could 
see’ that any attempt made in tho way of 
economy was with an eye to the ap ing 
election, and in the hope of hoodwinking 
the electors of the Dominion. He next 
dealt ‘with the increase in tho 
torevenuo, which amounted in gross to a 
million of dollars. While the revenue de- 
creased’ the expenditures increased. Much 
had been said by gentlemen opposite about 
the engagements with regard to public wor 
entered upon by the previous Admunistration. 
Ho read from the platform of the Grit Con- 
vention of 1867 to show that that 
pledged itself then to tho enlargement of the 
canals, and from the Globe of 1871, declaring 
that our rulers would be traitors to the coun- 
try if they lost a single season in proceeding 
with the Pacific railway. The Finance Min- 
ister took crejit for having reduced the rate 
of interest on the public debt, but this was a 
puerile claim, and one to which no Govern- 
ment would be entitled. Money can be bor- 
rowed more cheaply nuw than twenty years 
ago. - Besides the recent loans had been nej 
tiated on the strength of the silver side of 
shield, which the Finance Minister presented 
to the moneyed men of England, and which 
he was enabled to do, as he himself declared, 
because of the excellent 
fairs by his predecessors. He then pi 1 
to contrast Mr, Cartwright’s Estimates with 
‘the realized results, showing how very far out 
in his calculations he had been, Ho next en- 
tered upon trade matters, pointing out how 
materially tho lines of our commerce had 
changed in zecent years, how much less busi- 
ness we were doing with Great Britain, and 
how much more with the United States, and 
how largely our direct trade with China and 
Japan had fallen off for the benefit of our 
neighboring country. ‘The Financo Minister 
had declared the Rae Treaty to be a 
capitulation which had left us nothing to of- 
fer in exchange for reciprocity, but our fish- 
cries had just been declared to be worth half 
a million a year, which was probably a fair 
sot off against the profit of our neighbors on 
the fifty millions of Rood they exported to 
Canada every year.

ten years, was carrying her little brother, 
aged two years and a half,, Mrs. Perrie 
and child were knocked down by the 
ico, but wore rescued by the by-standers, 
together with Mr. Foster's family, bot the 
little girl and boy were carried down'by tho 
flood, as far as the crossing in front of Ger- 
man’s Hotel, the little girl bravely holding 
on to hor brother all the timé, At this junc- 
ture Mr, A McCurdy, who was standing at 
tho hotel door, and aveing the’ plight of che 
two children, bravely rushed through the 
boiling waters and floating ice to their res- 
He caughtthe little girl, when she 
immediately let go of the little boys» Mr. 
McCurdy caught the little fellow, who, he 
says, appeared to him to be nearly.dead 
then, which was likely the cas¢,as the water 
was very cold, as might be imagined. Tho | 
three were swept down Mill street, with the 
great masses. of ice floating round jthem, 
while a number of ci s rushed down the 
sidewalk, endeavoring to render assistance, 
and fearing that the children and their 
brave rescuer would bo washed into’ the 
deeper water of the pond, and’ all lost.
